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The programme was admirably 
carried out both morning, afternoon 
und evening. At each meeting there 
was an immense congregation, especially 
in the evening when the great chureh 
was filled to overflowing. The com- 
munion services at 2.30 p. m. were 
solemn and impressive. A choir of 
40 members rendered the eight hymns 
written by Dr. March, the Pastor, for 
the occasion and. set to old” fashioned 
tunes, in a manner in keeping with the 
spirit of the notable event. The pro- 
gramme was so good and there was so 
much of it that a few super-conserva- 
tive people feared the church might 
unwittingly fall into a mild kind of 
dissipation, and indeed the spirits of 
the hundreds and bundreds of men, 
women «and children assembled in the 
pews, the aisles and the galleries of the 
great edifice, were at times at a pitch 
dangerously high tor the serenity and 
solemnity of the occasion, In other 
words the spiritof the Lord was in, 
around and over all the works of the 
chureh that day, and where the Lord 
really and truly is there are no long 
faces or sad heurts. 

Then the music of those 40 trained 
voices! Why, it was simply soul- 
inspiring, morning, noon and night; 
and that, with the stirring addresses, 
fervent prayers, hearty benedictions, 
and brotherly and sisterly greetings, 
did much towards keeping the feelings 
of all at flood-tide. The instrument- 
alists were: Organist-Grant Drake, 
who stands second to nobody on his 
favorite instrument; J. Dudley Hall, 
Assistant Organist, a prime performer ; 
Mrs. D. W. Brown, Pianist; Fred A. 
and Will W. Crosby, Cornetists. ‘The 
presence of Jobu C. Buck at the organ 
a part of the time at least would have 
conjured up memories pleasant to the 
writer of this; and many doubtless 
would have been glad to see Organist 
Clarke before the pipes. The tenor 
solo by Mr. Cushinan was delightful ; 
indeed, the whole musical coutribution 
to the occasion was of a high order of 
merit and contributed materially to its 
general enjoyment. 

Ample provision was made for the 
entertainment of visitors who remained 
through the entire celebration and 
hundreds enjoyed the generous spreads 
provided at the close of the morning 
meeting and also before the evening 
church hour. Nothing was left undone 
to render the visit of people from away 
pleasant and in the highest degree en- 
joyable. 

The chureh was neatly decorated for 
the occasion and looked exceedingly 
well. Mural tablets contsined —his- 
torical data respecting matters connected 
with the chureh’s life; on the en- 
tablature of the galleries encircled in 
wreathes of eve: zieen were the names 
of the pastors of the church with the 
date*of their service; and religious 
emblems were employed to beautify the 
auditorium. In short, the edifice wore 
a holiday appearance, and the many 
people who attended the services seemed 
co be imbued with « holiday spirit.

lasted until fully 9.30 o’clock, p. m. 

The Memorial Addvess by Rev, Dr. 
Mareb, the Pastor of ‘the ancient 
church, was a paper of great interest 
and historical value. . Without intend- 
ing any invidious comparison, we must 
be allowed to say thut it was easily the 
production of all the literary exercises 
of the celebration, religious or secular, 
most worthy of preservation on the 
choisest pages of the recorded history 
of the great event. vidently it was 
the result of earnest study, patient 
research, careful gathering in and 
arranging of the cardinal points in the 
history of the church from its establish- 
ment ip the wilderness; its struggles ; 
ite spiritual and temporal triumphs ; 
the whole pervaded by « deep and 
reverant religious spirit. But then, as 
good and strong and bright as it was, 
it was no more than any who know 
Dr. March éxpected from his pen. 

Dr. March selected as his text; Psalms, 
“We have heard with our ears, O, God; 
our fathers have told us what work 
thou did’st in their days, in the times 
of old,” and spoke as follows; 

“Two hundred and fifty years ago, on 
the 14th day of last August, according 
to the old style of reckoning time, this 
Firat Church in Woburn was founded,

You all know tor what purpose we have 
convened Beyond a doubt the founders of 
our now encient town were rare men and 
and welldeserve a yvratetul remembrance, 
The better we become aequainted with their 
character and career the less we wonder at 
the success of their enterprise. Such men 
as Kdward Converse, Edward Johnson and 
their hardly less noted associates were rare 
men even in their own day of moral 
heroism. 

Aas we read the simple story of their lives 
we are impressed by their lofty aims their 
fearless Venture, their unswerving princi- 
ple, their unflinching faith and their sub. 
lime superiority to all external difficulties 
and trials. Evidently they meant to sue: 
ceed and with one accord they recognized 
their dependence upon God for their needed 
wisdom and strength in the great achieve- 
ment of success, 

As then we rehearse the history of our 
town today, let us begin with fresh courage 
and zeal to make a history for the coming 
generations, which they may gratefully re- 
count in the distant future, 

I think that we may see that Woburn lias 
thus far proved ber right to exist, and, in a 
yood degree, has fulfilled her mission. If, 
indeed, the men and events that have 
marked our history as a town in the past, 
could be reviewed here in detail, I doubt 
not we should all feel thatthey compare at 
least favorably with those of any other of 
our oldest municipalities. However this 
may be, two hundred and fifty years ago 
our town, originally a part of Charlestown, 
wis incorporated and received the name it 
still bears. Nearly two years before the 
date of this act, thirty-two of the leading 
men of Charlestown formally signed what 
were known as “Town Orders of Woburn” 
but it was not till 1642 that the seven men 
were actually appointed by the Church in 
Charlestown as Commissioners to “erect,” 
in the quaint phrase of the time, a town and 
church, and thus prepared the way for the 
consummation which we celebrate today. 

Of the towns then embraced inthe old 
| Massachusetts Colony, our town was the 
twentieth to be thus honored, and it was 
decided to adopt the name of anold and 
well known townin Bedfordshire, England, 
which had been specially endeared to some 
of the fathers. 

From that small beginning of history til 
now itis safe to say that the town has had 
a steady, though atno time abnormally rapid 
| growth. 

Inthe main we have pursued the even 
tenor of our way and have enjoyed a full 
average of prosperity in our commercial, 
our moral and our educational career. In 
the sphere of Education, Woburn has al- 
ways, in one way or another, manifested a 
warm, and for many of the more recent years 
a prominent interest. 

| Even before she had a regularly orga- 
nized and settled plan for Schools in her 
settlement she contributed in aid of Huar- 
}vard College, whose first class graduated 
the very year of her own incorporation, a 
larger amount of money than was given by 
any town in Middlesex County, save two: 
larger even than was given by Cambridge 
itselfand larger with only five exceptions 
| than any town in the entire Colony. 

In subsequent: years, two natives of our 
jtowo became Presidenta of this ancient 
| College and many scores of our sons, have, 
jfrom time to time, received a collegiate 
) education there or elsewhere, and have been 


prominent in all departments of professional 

life as well as in commercial enterprise. 

| In the domain of science, Benjamin Thomp- 
son, better Known as Count Rumford, was 

{long withouta superior, if indeed he had an 
jequal, either in this country or Europe, and 
jhis intimate and life long friend, Col. 
Loummi Baldwin, held high sank in various 

| spheres, patriotic, military and industrial as 

| well as scientific. 

For the less noted avyovations of life, it 
gives us pleasure to say our own schools 
have for many years been very eflicient in 
| youth of both sexes. These schools have 
jlong held a rank second to none even in 
/much larger towns and cities. And of our 
|public Library it is: perhaps enough to say 

that strangers and friends froin all parts of 
four country often assure us that it has no 
jequal outside our older and larger cities, 
ind rarely even in them. 
We hope and mean, with God's blessing, 
to go on in the future improving and rising 
jin whatever can uplift society and ennoble 
jindividual character. 

We deem it proper to say that though we 
cannot congratulate our town as the actual 
} birthplace of a President of the United 

States, no less than three of the Chief 
Magistrates of our Nation have descended | 
} from an ancestry well known to us as promi | 
nent through several generations of our

No. I. 


Let any farmer take his account with the stores where 
he has to spend his carnings for the necessaries and the 
comforts of his home, and let him set against each article 
of expense the amount he pays in the way of tariff. He 
will thea at once see where his money goes. Except for 
the simpler articles of food, he will discover that everything 
he uses bears a tax of from ten to seventy-five cents on 
each dollar of price. The lumber for the constructions 
and repairs on his farm, every bit of iron which he uses, 
every shred of clothing, all the comforts and luxuries 
which he naturally and properly seeks for his home, come 
to him with this addition to their cost. If he be a man of 
average property and family, he will probably find that the 
annual leyy thus made upon him is sufficient to make all 
the difference fair prosperity and something 
closely akin to poverty. One way or another, from wagons 
to pins and from rough lumber to writing paper, he prob- 
ably pays to these cleverly hidden tax-gatherers at least 
one-quarter of his earnings. Let any farmer reckon what 
a difference it would make in the measure of his pros- 
perity if his income could at once be increased by this 
amount.

The Antiquarian and Loan Exhibition. 


This feature of the great Anniversary 
Celebration deserves u separate uotice. 
Excepting the street parade it attracted 
more attention than any other of the 
many interesting things which Woburn 
asked the public to come and look at on 
Oct. 6 and 7. 

Anticipating the rush Librarian 
Cutter ordered a total suspension of 
the regular business of the institution 
during the continuance of the event 
and he and Assistant Librarian, Miss 
Emily Pollard, and Mr. Francis, the 
Janitor, gave themselves up to the ex- 
clusive and pleasant task of entertnin- 
ing all who came. ‘The kindness and 
urbanity of these officials was keenly 
appreciated und all who visited the 
great Book Room, the Art Gallery, 
the Antiquarian Room, and the Loan 
Annex, felt grateful for the attentions 
paid them and pains taken to make 
their call interesting and instructive. 


The Loan Exhibition was a grand 
success. With Judge P. L. Converse 
(Chairman) at the head, ably seconded 
by Mr. Alvah S. Wood (Secretary), 
enjoying the judicious counsel of 
Albert Thompson, the Artist, it could 
hardy have been anything else than a 
grand success, and that it was most 
emphatically. Notwithstanding — the 
wisdom displayed in choosing the above 
named gentlemen for its managers, the 
affair could have hardly become one of 
much vote but for the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the people of Woburn. ‘These 
in great numbers entered heart and 
hand into the scheme, and the result 
was us we have stated. 


Hon. J. W. Foster, Secretary of 
State of the United States, who tarried 
among the ‘tantiquities” all the time 
he had to sprre on Friday, said it was 
by farthe most unique and complete 
exhibition of the kind he ever saw. 
Pretty good authority! A Middlesex 
County community 250 years old would 
naturally be expected to be full and 


running over with ancient things—with | 


farm and household utensils, old mili- 
tary relics, yellow documents of strange 
composition, timepieces, rare china, 
pewter platters (cherished by the dames 
of loug ago), and all and singular the 
innumerable things to contain the 
names of which # volume would be 
required. Woburn abounded in just 
these and many other queer, odd and 
ancient things, and the people seemed 
to vie with each other in bringing them 
out from their hiding places and loaning 
them to the Committee for the grent 
250th celebration. 


An enumeration of the scores and 
scores of antiquarian articles might be 
given here, but as that would convey 
to the mind of the reader # very inade- 
quate idea of the extent and character 
of the exhibit, and would be withal so 
unsatisfxctory, thet we content our 
selves with naming a few only of the

The Second Meetinghouse. 


The second Meetinghouse was built 
in 1672 on the southerly slope of Meet- 
ing House Hill, on the site now oecu- 
pied by the skating rink on Montvale 
Avenue.—An. Prog. His. Localities. 

This statement is undoubtedly er- 
roneous, About 15 years ago, while 
digging down n part of Meeting House 
Hill for building purposes, Mr. Amos 
Cummings discovered what was ung 
questionably the site of the second 
mecetinghouse erected in Woburn. It 
was located about 75 feet from Main 
street directly in the rear of the build- 
ings now occupied by Lovell’s drug- 
store and Boston Clothing Company 
on « plateau only a little distance below 
the summit of the Hill. 

The foundation was of stone, about 
80x30 feet in size, containing pillars 
built of the old-fashioned thin wide 
bricks, and among the debris spikes 
and other irons used in building were 
found by Mr. Cummings, The dis- 
covery of this ancient foundation was 
a surprise to him and he invited Mrs. 
Ruth Leathe, owner of the property, 
mother of Ruth Maria and Samuel H. 
Leathe, to examine and explain its ex- 
istence there. She confident.y pro- 
uounced it the foundation of the old 
meetinghouse on Meeting House Hill— 
the second church builtin Woburn in 
1672. 

Additional proof of the correctness of 
the statement that the foundation dis- 
covered by Mr. Cummings was that of 
the meetinghouse is furnished by the 
fact that a road lead from the thorough- 
fare now known as Montvale Avenue 
to it, traces of which may yet be seen 
be seen in the rear of the undertaking 
establishment of Messrs. B. A. & C, 
EK. ‘Tripp. 

These facts would seem to show con- 
clusively that the location of the meet- 
inghouse on Meeting House Hill us 
designated by the Anniversary Com- 
mittee is not the spot on which the 
ancient structure stood.

Chicago, It is accompanied by an 


explanatory paper by the critic John 
C. Van Dyke. Ip the same number, 
the Spanish statesman, Castelar, writes 
of Columbus's homeward voyage after 
the great discovery ; and the architect 
Van Brunt describes the Fisheries 
Building, the exquisite Art Building, 
and the United States Government 
Building at the World’s Fair. In 
addition to this is an editorial on the 
Fair, in which it is declared that 
Chicago, in the housing of the World’s 
Fair, has not only equaled but has 
surpassed Paris. ‘The editor adds, 
‘We shall have an exhibition more 
dignified, beautiful, and truly artistic 
than any the world has seen.” An 
article of immediate and almost seusa- 
tional interest is Professor Jenks’s 
paper on Money in Practical Politics, 
describing the methods, shamefully 
common, in what are called practical 
politics in this country. He goes into 
most curious details, und discusses the 
causes of corruption and proposed 
remedies. ‘he article is editorially 
indorsed, with further suggestions as 
to means of prevention. The opening 
paper of the number is a very striking 
piece of autobiography by Archibald 
Forbes, the famous war-correspondent, 
who describes in the first of « series of 
two papers what he saw of the Paris 


Commune. Accompanying this is a 
reproduction of Hubert Herkomer’s 
painting of Archibald Forbes, also 


some original drawings made for this 
article by the distinguished Paris artist, 
Vierge; with other illustrations, not 
the least interesting of which is a group 
showing types of petroleuses. ‘This 
number of the Cenrury rounds out its 
twenty-second year, With the next 
number begin several new and interest- 
ing magazine features.

A long lesson and brief space for com 
hients again compels me to omit the text 
rnd ask the student to read with Bible in 
hand, 

1, Other leaders of hundreds in the 
toman army are mentioned in Math. viii, 
5-18; xvii, 44, and elsewhere in the Acts. 
Tesus said of the one mentioned in Math, 
vill that He had not seen such faith in 
Israel as in him, 

2. Note the goodness of this centurion, 

ind yet we must conclude from chapter 
xi, 14, that withal he was not a saved man. 
Iie was devout, feared God, gave alms and 
prayed always, but none of those however 
wood can give salvation, Prove this from 
Rom, iv, 5; Eph. ii, 8, 0; I Cor, xiii, 1-8, He 
however, an earnest seeker, and did 
as well as he knew, and God gave him 
light. 
3. God gave dreams and visions to Abim- 
eleck, Pharaoh,Nebuchadnezzar and others 
who were Gentiles, but there was a spe- 
cial reason for this revelation to this Gen- 
tile, partly because he so honestly lived 
up to the light he had. “If any man will 
do Tis will he shall know of the doctrine” 
(John vii, 17). 

4, He recognized in the angel a superior 
person, and with awe and reverence asked, 
“What is it, Lord?” He was immediately 
assured that God had heard his prayers 
and observed his devotion. If this was 
true of Cornelius, how much more of all 
who are saved by Jesus’ blood and ask 
things according to His will. What con- 
fidence we should have (I John vy, 14, 15). 

5, 6. God knows where to put His hand 
upon a man whom He can use. He knows 
the town we live in and the house in which 
we dwellor sojourn, He recognizes also 
our occupation and the people whom we 
entertain in our house, He notices the lo- 
cation of our house. In fact, “All things 
are naked and opened to the eyes of Him 
with whom we have to do” (Heb, iv, 13), 

7. Observe his promptness. He delayed 
not to doas he was told, but calling two 
servants and a soldier he hastened to obey 
orders. The soldier also is called a devout 
man, The example of such a centurion 
would tell upon all about him and upon 
some with marked effect. 

They were men whom he could rely 
upon; he told them all that the angel had 
told him, and sent them to Joppa. He 
had perfect confidence in the angel, and 
cheerfully did as he was told. ‘Willing 
and obedient, will always obtain blessing” 
(Isa. i, 19). 

9, Caesarea was probably not less than 
fifty miles north of Joppa, so thatif the 
servants left the same evening that Cor- 
nelius received the vision they would reach 
Joppa some time the nextday. Now notice 
how God prepares Peter for their coming. 
When they are not far from Joppa Peter 
is led by the Spirit to go upon the house- 
tops for prayer. Cornelius was a praying 
man, Peter was a praying man; it is to 
such that God reveals Himself. 

10, While waiting for food for his body 
God lays His hand upon him, he falls into 
au trance and sees heavenly things and is 
taught a great lesson. ‘Man doth not live 
by bread only,’’ and Job could say, “I have 
esteemed (or laid up, margin) the words 
of His mouth more than my necessary 
food (Deut. viii, 8; Job xxiii, 12), 

This is one of seven verses in the 
Bibie which spe: vs of heaven ope ‘ned, The 
others are Baek ; Math. iii, 16; John 4, 
5); Acts vii, 56; "Re BV al Vowel sae els In 
every case it is to reveal something con- 
cerning Christ or His church, 

The great variety of animals seen in 
this vision would include many which 
were toa Jew unclean, <All Gentiles were 
considered unclean by the Jews, and the 
thought of a Gentile enjoying equal spirit- 
ual privileges with a Jew without being 
circumcised, ete,, was simply too absurd 
to be entertained, 

A voice from heaven commands Peter 
to rise, kill and eat; but Peter, though a 
Jew, is not so obedient as the Gentile cen- 
turion. The word of Mary to the serv- 
ants at the marriage in Cana (John ii, 5) is 
a very helpful one, ‘*Whatsoevor He saith 
unto you, do it!” 

14. Peter boasts of his obedience to the 
law in that he had never eaten anything 
unclean, It sounds strange to hear boast- 
ing of ceremonial cleanness from one who 
had denied his Master and forsaken Him, 
and on more than one occasion allowed 
satan to speak and act through him. 

15, Jesus had taught His disciples that 
not what they ate would defile them, but 
that which cometh out of the mouth from 
the heart (Math. xv, 11), And even Peter 
should have known that it is always safe 
todo as God tells us. Hedid learn his 
lesson, however, at this time before God 


wis, 


got through with him, for in verse 28 he 
says, “God hath showed me that I should 
not call any one common or unclean,” 


Some of us seem to learn very slowly. 

16, God is very patient with us and sets 
us the same lesson again and again till we 
learn it. God speaketh once, yea twice, 
yet man perceiveth it not (Job x 
we were a hundredth part as} 
euch other as God is with us, how much 
we might accomplish for Him! 

17. While Peter wondered as to the 
meaning of this vision the three men from 
Cornelius stood before the house—three 
Gentiles, unclean in Jewish eyes, but God 
is no respecter of persons (verse 34), How 
beautifully God makes events to coincide 
us as to accomplish His pleasure! 

18. While Peter was pondering the three 
men were asking for him by name, They 
had both of names correctly. Had 
they simply asked for Simon, the owner of 
the house might have thought that they 
meant him; but the inquiry is very plain— 
it is fer Simon Veter. God can make plain 
the man he wants, 

19, The Holy Spirit is ever ready to guide 
those who are willing to be guided, With 
Father, Son and Spirit for us (Rom, viil, 
U6, 31, 84), how cun we fail to be led aright 
if we are only willing to be guided?

SILL PEGGING AWAY. 

Citizen Faxon of Quincy has opened 
his campaign for the repeal of the 
‘Drunk Law” so called and fired his 
first gun. It comes in the shape of a 
printed broadside which he is scatter- 
ing lavishly among the voters of the 
State. He has also, in another broad- 
side, made his annual announcement of 
hostility to the Republican party in 
which he is particular to state that he 
had just contributed $1000 to the 
Third Party campaign fund, 

Seemingly there is nothing that 
Faxon loves so well as notoriety. ‘To 
purchase it he paid over that $1000. 
To keep his name before the public, 
and for nothing else, he expends large 
stims of money in printers’ ink every 
fall. 

In his latest bulletin Faxon brings 
forth no vew facts or arguments or 
repeats old ones for the repeal of the 
“Drunk Law” that will have the least 
weight with people of sense. Every 
candid man capable of correct thinking 
knows that the law is a good one and 
ought to stand. But that doesn’t 
matter, Faxon must do something to 
keep fiimself before the public, and it 
might as well be the ‘*Drunk Law” as 
anything else. 


PHE HOME PROSPECT. 

The prospect for Mr. Huile’s election 
has improved very materially in the 
last two or three weeks. A month ago 
a plenty of Republicans could be found 
in the State who feared that Governor 
Russell would pull through on his per- 
sonal popularity again this year and 
leave Mr. Haile in the lurch as he did 
Allen, 

It is different now. Principles are being 
fought for and candidates are cutting 
less of a figure in the campaign than 
heretofore. Mr. Russell’s position on 
the great questions in issue is not in 
accord with a majority. of Massachu- 
setts voters aud although he is person- 
ally popular and a ‘mighty good fel- 
low” business men are not going to 
permit their liking for him as a man 
to interfere with a right discharge of 
political duty. 

This in part accounts for the change 
that has recently taken place in the 
relative position of Mr. Haile and Mr, 
Russell before the public. Mr. Haile 
stands on a platform which makes for 
the best interests of the State, while 
the success of Russell’s principles 
would destroy the business on which 
alone New England thrives. ‘The 
voters understand this, and their ap- 
preciation of the situation makes 
Haile’s election a foregone conclusion. 


CITY ELECTION. 

The voters of Woburn are uot 
wholly given over to the National and 
State elections at the present time. 
Considerable thinking, not to mention 
wirepulling, in connection with our 
charter election is being indulged in if 
all reports are true. Pipelaying is 
going on in various quarters and many 
aspirants for the Mayoralty are serenely 
bobbing up all over the city. 

Unless, us usual, all signs fail io this 
particular drouth, local polities will 
witness singular sights early in De- 
cember. There will come to light 
curious combinations. ‘The fact that 
‘tpolitics makes strange bed-fellows” 
will be emphasized in a remarkable 
manner. ‘Chere will be a fusing of 
cliques aud factions that for years have 
not spoken as they passed by, Rum 
and prohibition will join hands and 
pull together, ‘I'he world, the flesh 
and the devil’ are likely to work into 
each others hands to accomplish the 
same end, 

In short, if half the stories afloat 
are true there will be lively times here 
at our next city election,

with Impodng ceremonies and wondrous 
pomp at Chicayo today, and all the public 
schools in ‘he country are celebrating the 
anniversary with musie and oratery and 
flowers, The Manayers of the World's 
Fait announced that 100,000 people would 
march in the procession at Chieago ‘The 
Governors of all the States were expected 
to be present and participate, The noblest 
dignitaries of the land were to be there in 
great numbers, and of distinguished people 
from European countries there would be no 
stint. Chicago expected that Oct. 21 would 
he the greatest day in her history up to 
date. If the connections were all made 
(his morning according to programme the 
New York Columbus celebration Inet week 
wasn't a priming to that with which the 
World's Fair at Chicago will be dedicated 
today. It is an event of world-wide in. 
portance in which all the civilized nations 
of the earth are interested and at which 
nearly all of them will be represented 
Tonight and tomorrow the telegraphs will 
bring long stories about thie great celebra- 
tion and then the people here on the At- 
lantic Const will learn more about it. 

Last Sunday was “Columbus Sunday” 
and was celebrated by many of the churches 
everywhere with appropriate ceremonics, 
Just why the churches should vie with the 
rest of the world in honoring the discoverer 
of America is not so clear as it might be. 
If history tells the truth, Christopher 
Columbus, from a religious, or even a 
moral standpoint, was a pretty tough 
character and will hardly stand the test for 
canonization which is contemplated by the 
Pope of Rome at the urgent request of 
many high church prelates and other rulers 
in all Christian countries. He was nota 
saintly person by any means. He probably 
discovered America, which may or may not 
have been a good thing, but when it comes 
to elevating him to the rank of saintship it 
might be well enough te pause and reflect a 
little. 

Nevertheless, the first Sunday preceding 
Oct. 2l has been named "Columbus Sun- 
day,” but it will probably fall into what Mr. 
Grover Cleveland calls “innocuons desue- 
tude” after the ‘fuss and feathers” of the 
great Columbian World's Fair at Chicago 
hins passed into history and people begin 
to forget that such a memorable event ever 
took place on fair Columbia's soil. 

Today, Oct. 21, is especially observed by 
the schools of America as “Columbus Day.” 
While the grand dedicatory ceremonies, in 
which more than 100,000 people are at this 
moment participating, are going on at 
Chicage, nearly every public school in the 
United States is engaged in celebrating the 
Discovery of America in some form or 
other, mostly with musical and literary 
exercises appropriate in letter and spirit to 
the occasion. 

As near as we can find out the idea of a 
“National Columbian Pablie School Cele- 
Nration” originated in the brain of Mr. 
Francis Bellamy, one of the Editors of The 
Youth's Companion of Boston, and the re- 
fruits of his thought and labor 
show what advertising can do when judici- 
ously handled and pushed “for all it is 
worth.” An Executive Committee were 
ippointed, of which Mr. Bellamy was 


} chosen Chairman, and he kept his office in 


Vhe Youth's Companion building, where, it 
seems, the work of organization was carried 
on and from whence came the orders, ete. 
to the schools of the country. It was a 
yreat scheme—for somebody. It involved 
a Vast umount of work on the part of Mr. 


| Bellamy, but he made a grand success of 


it, and as before remarked, nearly every 


| public school in this country is singing songs 


and hymns, reciting odes and poems, spenk- 
ing pieces and dialogues, all in honor of the 
memory of Christopher Columbuswho, it is 
generally supposed, discovered the 
Western Continent 400 years ago today. 
The Woburn public schools are doing 
their part of the celebrating nobly. Flags 
are flying proudly from the staff of each of 
the numerous pedagogic establishments of 
the city and “saluting the flag” is, for some 
reason not altogether plain to the common 
observer, a leading feature of the exer- 
cises everywhere. This display of the 
Stirs and Stripes gives the city quite a 
holiday appearance which is materially in- 
creased by the appearance on the streets 
and on the school grounds of hundreds of 
bright, merry lads and lassies all decked 


| outin their best go-to-meeting clothes and 


embued with the spirit of the memorable 
occasion, When they come to report to the 
‘Executive Committee,” if reporting the 
doings of the day be a part of the pro- 
gramme, it will be found, we have no doubt, 
that the Woburn Schools will make as 
creditable a showing as any in the State. 
It can't be denied that but they are 
among the foremost in efficiency and stand- 
ing, and if there-is any reason why they 
can't carry through a Columbus Day or any 
other kind of a musical and literary cele 
bration we don't know where to look for it 
Each school has its own celebration 
The programmes for them were made out 
wand submitted to Superintendent Richard- 
son last week, and include a series of inter- 
esting exercises, For example, the follow- 
ing is what the High School has laid out for 
its task today:

Mr. Smith, the author of ‘‘America,” was 
born on Oct, 21, a fact that the schools 
ought to remember while carrying through 
their Columbus celebration, 

Programmes of the schools might be 
given here, but with hardly a hope of find- 
ing many readers should we print them all, 
They bear strong family resemblance to 
each other, Columbus and his achieve- 
ments being “the burden of their song” 
from beginning to end, 

Boston isin the midst of a great Columbus 
celebration today. All of the cities and 
towns hereabouts and elaewhere that are in 
the least imbued with the Columbus spirit 
are making a holiday of it, and the schools 
in them are giving appropriate entertain- 
ments, But we venture the statement that 
nowhere are things being done in better 
style than right here in Old Woburn. ‘The 
teachers af the various schools are deeply 
interested; the pupils are enthusiastic; 
Supt Richardson is in it heartily; the 
School Board have done everything to make 
the occasion a triumph; and we'll be bound 
that the Executive Committee and Chair- 
man Bellamy and even Columbus hinself, 
if he knows anything about it, will say that 
the public schoola of Woburn acquitted 
themselves as handsomely as the next ones 
in carrying out their part of the grand 
Columbus National School Celebration on 
this 2let of Oct., 1892.

THE POOR 


CIVING BOUNTIES TO THE RICH. 

There are thousands of people in the 
United States living upon slender incomes, 
widows and orphans, ministers, lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, clerks and others. The ar- 
tificial scale of prices, induced by excessive 
tariffs, works a peculiar hardship upon these 
people, for they must maintain a certain 
standard of living which compels them to use 
articles heavily taxed by the McKinley bill. 

Surely, nothing should be taken from the 
small incomes of such people unless an equiv- 
alent is given in return. They are willing to 
pay their just share of taxes, and as a matter 
of fact they pay more, but they are hardly ina 
position to pay bounties to rich manufacturers. 
| The amount taken by the American manu- 
facturers from such people when their neces- 
sities compel them to buy any article, may 
be small, but it has been taken, and nothing 
given to them in return. They are contrib- 
uting to a bounty for the manufacturer, to 
enable him to make large profits out of his 
business. If aman with a salary of $1200 
pays $50 a year in these bounties to the 
manufacturers, he has given up two weeks 
of his year to help out the Sugar Trust,

“You cau earn the undying grati- 
tude of thousands in this city alone 
if you will tell them how to escape

bystander. 
“What is your recipe? ?” inquired 


enother listener. 

“You will all grant me,” said the 
young man, “that even the poorest 
‘bum’ or most incorrigible gamin 
that runs the streets can get a 
‘stake,’ say twenty-five cents, with- 
out much trouble. <All right. On 
that foundation any boy of six ora 
man of sixty can earn enough to 
house and keep him comfortably. 
How? Let him invest that sum in 
morning or evening newspapers, and 
keep turning over a fair percentage 
of his profits every day. 

“Even the largest of Park row 
newsboys seldom earn less than fifty 
cents a day on a smaller original in- 
vestment than the one I have used 
for the sake of argument. I know 
what I am talking about, because 
five years ago I was hustling around 
in bare feet the same as the rest of 
them are now, and I could make my 
living expenses and have a little to 
spare ut the end of every week, 
Show me a man, woman or child in 
this city who is a beggar and I will 
show you an individual who is too 
lazy to do even the lightest kind of 
work.” 

After these sententious remarks 
the youth turned and walked up 
Newspaperrow. ‘There is a young- 
ster who will be worth a big fortune 
in time,” suid a bystander. ‘I knew 
him well several years ago when he 
was regarded by the other newsboys 
asa hustler. His clothes were near 
ly us ragged and his face and hands 
as dirty as the street gamin’s usually 
are. Five years ago he conceived an 
idea. He knew that there were sey- 
eral of his companions in the street 
who would rather stand behind a 
newsstand for a small daily remuner- 
ation than hustle around the streets 
and take chances of getting ‘stuck 
on their papers,’ as they express it. 
He picked out two honest boys and 
entered into a contract with them. 
He agreed to pay them forty cents a 
day to take care of small corner 
stands. The young man bought all 
the newspapers and stocked the 
stands himself, and the boys were 
held to a strict accounting. From 
those two stands and what he earned 
himself on the streets he put $11.50 
away clear at the end of the first 
week. 

“That money was put into two 
other stands that he established in 
the uptown district. All of them 
succeeded, and the number was grad- 
ually increased until a year ago he 
had thirteen boys at stands and 
eleven around the ferry entrances 
working for him, Today his staff is 
fifty strong at least. He owns two 
big stands under elevated stations 
where traflic is heaviest. The boy 
must be worth at least $12,000 today 
if he is worth a cent. Last Christ 
mas, he bought a house in Jersey for 
his widowed mother, and I under- 
stand he owns some property in 
Yonkers that has greatly increased 
in value lately. 

‘He is the pioneer of his business 
in New York, and he isn't a very 
old one at that, is he?” interrogated 
the boy's historian.—New York Ad 
vertiser.

PETER AT CASSAREA 


LESSON IV, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, OCT. 23. 


Text of the Lesson, Acta x, 30-48—Moem- 
ory Verses, 39-49—Golden Text, Acta 
x, 48—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 


Stearns, 


80, It seems to be a Scriptural principle 
that if we would obtain definite blessing 
from God in any form we must seek it 
with the whole heart. ‘Ye shall #ek me 
and find me when ye shall search for me 
with all your heart” (Jer, xxix, 18). Jesus 
also taught that certain diseases could be 
overcome only by prayer and fasting (Math, 
xvii, 21). Cornelius being thus in earnest 
receives a visit from an angel. 

81. The angel brings tidings from heaven 
that both Cornelius’ prayers and alms 
have been heard and regarded by God. 
Compare Daniel's fasting and praying and 
the message sent to him by an angel (Dan, 
x, 12, 19), See also Zacharias and the 
angel Gabriel (Luke i, 13), The angels are 
ministering spirits who wait upon the 
heirs of salvation (Heb. 4, 14). 

82, Behold the intimate acquaintance of 
angels with our name, the house we live 
in, the town in which we sojourn, our oc- 
cupation, ete. Observe how plain and full 
the directions given to the servants. Both 
the law of God and the visions of God are 
written plainly (Deut. xxvii, ®, Hab, ii, 2) 
that the one who reads may obey. See 
also Ps, xxvii, 11. 

83. Cornelius having briefly replied to 
Peter's question, ‘For what intent have 
ye sent for me?’ (verse 29) and having 
gratefully commended him for his prompt- 
ness, then adds, ‘‘Now therefore are we all 
here present before God to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God.” It is 
God and not Peter whom Cornelius ex- 
pects to hear from; it is the presence of 
God, not of Peter, that awes them, 

MM. “Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of persons.’’ Thus Peter began 
his address. He might have learned this 
from the luw (Deut. x, 17; B/Chron. xix, 7; 
Job xxxiv, 19), but he needed a vision to 
convince him, Some people now would 
need a vision to convince them that God 
actually can and does love and work 
through those who don’t belong to their 
ehurch, 

35. “In every nation he that feareth 
Him and worketh righteousness is accept- 
ed with Him.” For Peter to put a Gentile 
on a level with a Jew as to acceptance 
with God was surely the Spirit speaking in 
Peter, for a little while before he thought 
very differently, See verse 28, 

86. Although the peace preached by Je 
sus Christ was first for Israel, yet Isaiah 
had hinted at its being for Gentiles also 
when he wrote, ‘“Peace, peace to him that 
is far off and to him that is near” (Isa, lvii, 
19). And Paul so preached it in Eph. ii, 
18, 14; Col. i, 20, insisting that “The same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call upon 
Him” (Rom. x, 12). 

87. Peter insisted that they knew this 
word which began to be preached in Gali 
lee and afterward in all Judea, but he 
could not hay e added that it was because 
of the Saviour’s command to preach the 
Gospel to every creature and the apostles’ 
faithfulness in obeying it. 

88. Here is a most concise and yet com- 
prehensive statement of the commission, 
power and work of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Here is clearly the fact of the Trinity— 
Father, Son and H ‘y Spirs unitedly 
working on behalf of oj., ressed ...manity 
and against the devil, 

89. The Bible is the great and wholly in- 
spired (yes, even verbally inspired) record 
of God and His Son; but so few, even of 
those who possess the Bible, care much or 
know much about its testimony, There- 
fore God has appointed living men and 
women who shall be living, walking, 
speaking Libles, known and read of all 
men, filled with the Spirit, honoring the 
Lord Jesus (II Cor. iv, 11). 

40, Our verbal testimony is to the great 
fact that Jesus died anu rose again—de- 
livered for our offenses, raised again for 
our justification (Rom, iv, 25), The testi- 
mony of our lives is, or should be, to the 
fact that we died with Him, by faith in 
Him, and are now alive unto God walking 
in newness of life, our affections set upon 
things above (Rom. vi, 6; Gal. ii, 20; Col. 
iii, 1, 2). 

41. Jesus, after His resurrection, ap 
peared some ten or eleven times, but only 
unto the disciples, and perhaps not to all 
of them. Many know that Jesus died for 
them who know little or nothing of the 
power of His resurrection, and to whom He 
is as one outside the door pleading for en- 
trance to His own house (Rey. iii, 20). 

42, The same Jesus who died and rose 
again is to be our Judge. He offers Him- 
self to all now as their Saviour, promising 
to cast out none who come to Him (John 
vi, 37), but as surely as He is a Saviour 
now, He will soon be Judge, first of His re- 
deemed, then of the living nations and 
lastly of all the rest of the dead. It will 
be a day of a thousand years beginning and 
ending with judgment (Acts xvii, 31; Rom. 
xiv, 10; Math, xxv, 31, 32; Rev. xx, 11, 12). 

43. It is the privilege of all who receive 
Jesus Christ as their Saviour to know that 
they have even now the forgiveness of 
sins, and shall never oome into judgment 
for their sins (I John ii, 12; Isa. xxxviii, 
17; xliii, 25; Acts xiii, 88, 89; Thome 7,9). 

44. Ibis evident that as Peter spoke the 
words they were received by those who 
heard them, and right on the spot in the 
midst of the service, while Peter was 
speaking, the Holy Spirit came upon them, 
God thus sealing the preaching of Peter 
and manifesting His approval (Mark 
xvi, 20). 

45, It seems that the brethren from Jop 
pa who accompanied Peter (verse 23) were 
Jews or circumcision, as we might have 
expected, no Gentiles or uncircumcision 
having yet been received, And now they 
are indeed astonished to see uncircumcised 
Gentiles receive the same gift from God as 
the circumcised Jews had received at Pen- 
tecost and afterward (chapters ii, 4; iv, 81). 

46. The power to speak various lan- 
guages and thereby magnify God was in- 
Btantly granted tothem. We know that 
even now God does wonderfully help in the 
study of a language, but fancy what a 
boon to outgoing missionaries this gift 
would be today, Will some one tell why 
we have it not? 

47, Having received Jesus, and having 
received a wondrous manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit, the next step is the public 
confession of the same in baptism, signify: 
ing thus that henceforth they are dead to 
the world and alive unto God, and wholly 
devoted to Jesus Christ as their leader, 

48, Having been baptized, they then 
desire further instruction and press Peter 
to tarry, which he evidently did. We can 
fancy how he would teach them to suffer 
with Christ, while they rejoiced in being a 
royal priesthood unto Him, how he would 
tell them of a possible abundant en- 
wance into the kingdom, and of the glo- 
slous appearing,

VANILLA FLAVOR, 


The Plant Grows Naturally in Mexioo, 
but In Cultivated Elsewhere. 

The vanilla bean, which gives out 
most popular and delicate flavor for 
chocolate and confectionery, cakes 
and other choice edibles, is the prod- 
uct of a species of orchids, the name 
comming from the Spanish vainilla, 
meaning a small pod. There are in 
fact several species of the plant 
which give a bean of more or less 
value, though that which is most 
prized, and which yields the standard 
vanilla of commerce, is the vanilla 
planifolia, a native of Mexico, but 
which is now cultivated in several 
tropical countries, As it requires hot 
weather and a good deal of it, this 
orchid cannot be domesticated in 
temperate regions. 

The plant still grows naturally in 
Mexico, and is also cultivated from 
cuttings, for which purpose slips 
from three to five feet in length are 
employed. These are sunk in the 
earth to the depth of a foot, the 
upper part being trained to some 
support. Mexicans plant the slip at 
the root of a small tree, to which the 
tendrils cling, but in other countries 
a rude trellis is the more general sup- 
port. 

The cuttings take root within a 
month, but they do not bear fruit 
till three years of age, after which 
they continue to produce for thirty 
years or more. The pods grow to a 
length of from six to twelve inches, 
and are about half an inch in diame 
ter. They reach full size in a month 
after formation, but require some 
months for ripening. 

When properly ripened (which is 
shown by the cracking of the pod 
between the fingers), they are cut 
off separately, placed in a heap un- 
der a shedlike shelter till they begin 
to shrivel; after which they are sub- 
jected to a sweating and fermenting 
process, which develops the odor ef 
the bean. The sweating is done by 
exposure to the hot sun or to arti- 
ficial heat of 140 degs. during the 
day, and inclosing in an airtight box 
through the night. 

This can be accomplished in a day 
or two, giving the fine brown color 
desirable in the pods, after which 
they are dried in the sun for about 
two months. For marketing they 
are tied up in packets of uniform 
length and size. The manipulation 
varies somewhat in different locali- 
ties, but the essential purpose re- 
mains the same.—Newton Norton in 
Good Housekeeping. 


Some Police Statistics. 

During one year in New York city 
lodgings were given at various sta- 
tion houses to 69,485 women and 
78,1387 men. The police helped 115 
people who were overcome by the 
heat, 409 sufferers from alcoholism, 
170 who attempted suicide, 8 who 
were kicked by horses, 7 who were 
bitten by dogs, 10 who were asphyx- 
iated by gas and 2 who were suffer- 
ing from electric shocks. They took 
to the hospitals over 9,000 people 
and took home 4,700 more.—New

ENCHANTED SLEEPERS. 


Historical and Mythical Personages Be- 
Heved to Be Sleeping. 


Altogether not less than a half hun- 
dred people, once prominent in the 
affairs of the world, are believed to 
be sleeping enchanted, dreamless 
sleeps in caves, grottoes and other 
out of the way places. Some of these 
slumber myths begin with the earliest 


dawn of mythology; others are com- 


paratively modern. 

Endymion, the shepherd of Mount 
Latmos, beloved by Diana, was 
thrown into a perpetual sleep by 
Jupiter, so that his youth and beauty 
might be eternally preserved. 

Saleh, the Arabian, asked God to 
destroy his enemies, the Thamudites, 
but instead of granting the request 
he sent an angel who led Saleh toa 
cave and put him to sleep. He slept 
for twenty years, awakening to find 
his friends and relatives all dead. 
Gabriel, the angel, alone recognized 
him. He called Saleh to him and 
said, ‘‘Thou wast hasty in asking for 


the destruction of the Thamudites; | 


therefore God hath withdrawn from 
thy life twenty years, taken from 
thee in sleep.” Gabriel then gave 
Saleh the shirt worn by Adam in the 
time of his penitence and a sword 
that had formerly belonged to Noah. 
With these famous relics he went 
among the Thamudites and worked 
many miracles. One of his wonder 
workings produced a camel froma 
rock. This beast was one of the ten 
sacred animals admitted to the para- 
dise of Mohammed. 

The Turks believe, along with the 
Hindoos, that Nourjahad, wife of the 
Mogul emperor, Geanjir, has slept 
for many centuries. 

King Arthur, grievously wounded 
at the battle of Camlan, did not die, 
according to popular belief, but was 
carried away by three queens, who 
watch over him during his long slee, 
at Avillion. When he awakes he 
will reclaim his throne and bring 
back the golden age to the British 
isles. 

The Servians say that Knez Lazar, 
who was supposed to have been slain 
by the Turks in 1389, is in an en 
chanted sleep, from which he wil 
some day awake and smite his ene- 
mies. 

Bobadil el Chico, the last of the 
Moorish kings of Granada, sleeps 
spellbound near the Alhambra, The 
Moors believe that he will some day 
awake and re-establish his govern- 
ment. 

Charlemagne sleeps in the Oden- 
berg in Hess, seated on his throne, 
with his crown upon his head and his 
sword by his side. When the time 
of antichrist is fulfilled he will arise 
and revenge the blood of the saints. 

In Germany it is the popular belief 
that Charles V will some day awake 
from his enchanted sleep to reign 
over Germany, Spain, Portugal, Den 
mark, Belgium and the Netherlands. 

The Mohammedans believe that 
when antichrist comes Mohammed 
Mohadi will awake and conquer him. 

Swiss folk tales tell us that three 
members of the ‘Tell family are 
sleeping the sleep of the enchanted 
at Rutli, near the Vierwaldstatter 
pea. Should the country again be 
overrun by a tyrant the sleepers will 
awake and help to free the people 
from the despot. 

‘Thousands of the French peasantry 
believe that Napoleon is only sleep 
ing, and that at some future time he 
will reappear and rule, 

The above are only a few of the 
celebrated slumber myths known to 
investigators, —St, Louis Republic.

19. “They which were scattered abroad 
traveled preaching the Word to none but 
into the Jews only.” This takes us back to 
rhapter vill, 14, where we learn that all ex- 
rept the apostles were scattered abroad by 
persecution and went everywhere preach- 
ing the Word; but they had not learned 
that “every creature’ (Mark xvi, 15) meant 
Gentiles as well as Jews. They went under 
the orders of Math. x, 5, 6, rather than the 
later orders, not understanding that the 
kingdom being postponed the Gospel is 
now for all, that out of Jews and the Gen- 
tiles the new man, the body or church, 
may be formed, 

20. “And some of them spake unto the 
Grecians preaching the Lord Jesus,” 
This was at Antioch, in Syria, Grecians 
are mentioned again in chapters vi, 1; ix, 
20, and are said by Young to include all 
Jews born out of Canaan, The preaching 
in these days was wholly concerning the 
Lord Jesus; there was no lecturing by the 
preachers upon the topics of the day. 

21. “And the hand of the Lord was with 
them, and a great number believed and 
turned to the Lord.” Ezra learned even 
in his day that “The hand of our God is 
upon all them for good that seek Him, but 
His power and His wrath ts against all 
them that forsake him” (Kzra viii, 22), See 
the latter clause illustrated in Acts xiii, 1

22, “They sent forth Barnabas, that he 
should gous far as Antioch,”’ ‘Tidings of 
the work of the Spirit at Antioch having 
reached Jerusalem, this son of consola- 
tion, who had given himself wholly to the 
Lord (Acts iv, 86, 87), is sent forth to 
strengthen and comfort them. Barnabas 
had left all for Jesus, had put himself and 
his property, too, in the Lord’s hands for 
His service. 

23. ‘Who when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhorted 
them all that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord.’’ No sinner 
deserves to be saved; if we had our just de- 
serts we would all be sent into the outer 
darkness, away from God forever, But the 
grace or undeserved favor of God brought 
Jesus to Calvary in our stead, and every 
sinner saved is a manifestation of the 
grace of God, Being saved by His grace 
our lifelong business is tocleave unto Him 
as Ruth to Naomi, or as Ittai to David 
(Ruth i, 16, 17; Il Sam. xv, 21), We are 
not to follow people nor cleave unto them, 
but laying aside every weight and beset- 
ting sin, ran with patience, looking unto 
Jesus (Heb, xii, 1, 2 

&. “For he was a good man and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith; and much 
people was added unto the Lord.” Such 
another man was Stephen (Acts vi, 5), the 
light of whose life was so bright that the 
self righteous hated him unto death, 
When we are filled with the Holy Spirit 
God will be seen in us (Gal. i, 24) and peo- 
ple will be drawn to Him. Not all will be 
drawn in this age of election; whosoever 
will may come, and all whom God has 
given to Christ will come (John iil, 16; vi, 
87). 

25. ‘Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus 
for to seek Saul.”

When 
Saul first came to Jerusalem after his con- 
version, and the disciples were all afraid of 
him, it was Barnabas that took him and 
testified on his behalf and gaye the others 
confidence in him, after which Saul re- 
turned to ‘Tarsus (Acts ix, 26-80), It was 
but natural that now Barnabas, being so 
near to him, should seek him out asa fel- 
low laborer, 

26. “And when he had found him he 
brought him unto Antioch.” The three 
points in this verse are the return to An- 
tioch, the year’s work there and the name 
“Christian” first used. We are not told 
of aspecial work of the Spirit at Tarsus, 
and yet we cannot think of Saul being idle 
there. “Phe wind bloweth where it listeth.” 
Believers are at first only babes in Christ, 
and need to be instructed and built up; 
this the brethren did during their year at 
Antioch, and no doubt many more were 
added to the Lord, The name of Christ 
became so prominent in these days (for it 
was Paul's manner to prove from the 
Scriptures that Jesus was the Christ, ix, 
22) that the believers were called Chris:

“And in these pea came prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antioch.’? A prophet 
is one who speaks for God, who represents 
God before the people, carrying a message 
for God, ‘The prophet that hath a dream 
let him tell a dream, and he that hath 
my word let him speak my word faith- 
fully.’ “Then spake Haggai, the Lord’s 
messenger, in the Lord’s message unto the 
people, saying, | am with you, saith the 
Lord” (Jer, xxiii, 28; Hag. i, 18). You are

28. “And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the Spirit 
that there should be great dearth through- 
out all the world, which came to pass in 
the days of Claudius Cwesar.’?

20. ‘Then the disciples, every man ac 
cording to his ability, determined to send 
relief unto the brethren which dwelt in 
Judea.” Thus the members of the house- 
hold of God minister to each other, some 
in spiritual things and some in temporal 
things. ‘The love that does not love to give 
is not the love of God, for ‘God so loved 
that He gave.” Itis not the quantity we 
give that God notes so much as the heart 
that gives it, “If there be first a willing 
mind it is accepted according to thata man 
hath and not according to that he hath 
bot” (II Cor, viti, 12).

WOOL CARDING. 


Great Improvements In the Process in 
the Past Thirty Years. 

Though the system of American 
wool carding has not changed since 
1860, gres it improvements have been 
made in the character of the machin- 
ery used. In 1860 most of the card- 
ing machines were mounted on 
wooden frames and were of small 
size, the iain cylinders being 40 
inches wide and 42 inches in diam- 


eter, while now the machines are 
made with iron frames, with the 
main cylinders not less than 48 


inches in width and diameter, and 
not infrequently 60 inches in width 
and 48, 54.0or 60 inches in diameter. 
The tendency is still to larger ma- 
chines. 

During the civil war a few iron 
doffers and then strippers began to 
be made, after which the workers 
were made of iron, to ‘be followed by 
iron main cylinders. Thy conse- 
quence of these ¢ Raion has been not 
only larger but heavier machines. A 
set of machines formerly weighed 
about 7,500 pounds; now the weight 
is double that. 

More expensive work is now put 
into them. The tops of the iron 
frames are planed and the arches are 
planed and nicely adjusted to the 
frames. Worsted carding machinery 
is now largely built in this country. 
The worsted card of the best quality 
consists of what is termed a breast, 
having several workers on it, and 
two main cylinders and two large 
doffers. Sometimes instead of a 
breast large lickerins are used, agree- 
able to the opinion of some manu 
facturers who believe that they are 
more efficacious in cleaning the 
stock. 

The process of carding since 1860 is 
much improved in the way of con 
densing the roping, or roy ing, as it 
leaves the finisher card. Tubes are 
now entirely out of date, and oscil- 
lating rub rolls or aprons, or the two 
in combination, have taken their 
place. The stock is now removed 
from the doffer by a noiseless doffer 
comb, capable of running ata very 
high speed, instead of being done by 
a compuratively slow moving ¢ comb, 
operated by a crank and pitman at 
tached to what was termed a quick 


arbor. The mechanism for self 
feeding on the first breaker was 
wholly unknown in 1860. The prog- 


ress that has been made within this 
period has been very marked, not 
only in the carding, but in the spin- 
ning process. Perfection of move- 
ments automatically effected is con- 
stantly the aim of machine builders. 
—Boston Journal of Commer ce.

feet of which rich valleys of alluvial 
soil of great depth have been formed. 
Since it is known that one hopyard 
in England has been uninterruptedly

A Notable Convention to be Held 


Boston Noy. 10-17. 


Preliminary announcements of the seven 
days’ Convention of Christians at Work to 
be held in Boston, November 10-16, indi- 
cate that it will be a unique and important 
gathering of Christians. 

The Convention consists of delegates 
from all evangelical denominations, any 
Christian being entitled to attend and take 
part inthe discussions by sending to the 
Secretary, Rev. John C. Collins, New 
Haven, Conn., for delegates certificate. It 
is held in the interest of aggressive Christian 
effort among the “heathen at home” who 
are not reached by the regular work of the 
churches. Ttdiffers from ordinary religious 
assemblies both in being undenominational 
and not confined to any particular sect, and 
in the exclusion from its programme of all 
discussions relating to theories, creeds, 
doctrines or *isms,” 

A noteworthy part of the Convention will 
be whatis called an exhibit of agencies or 
material ways and ineans used in Christian 
work, Among these are the Gospel Wagon, 
the Gospel and Colportage Carriage, a 
model of a movable building used for 
missions, Boys Club rooms, a tract exhibit, 
a Boys Club in actual operation, a trade 
class exhibit of articles manufactured by 
boys in Boys Club classes, a Gospel Push 
Cart, a drill and class exhibition on the 
platform by a company of the Boys 
Brigade.

THE ANGEL'S VISIT. |What is The Matter? 


LESSON Vi, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, NOV. 6. 


Text of the Lesson, Acta xl, 1-17—Mom- 
ory Verses, 5-8—Golden Text, Pa, xxxiv, 
7—Commentary by the Rev, D. M. 
Stearns. 


1, “Now about that time Herod, the 
king, stretched forth his hands to vex cer- 
tain of the church.” Herod represents the 
world, and the world is always at enmity 
with God and the people of God, If the 
people of God are not found suffering more 
or Jess persecution from tne world it must 
be because they are greatly conformed to 
it. See Jas. iv, 4; Rom, xii, 1,2; If Tim. 
fil, 12; John xv, 18-20, 

2. “And he killed James, the brother of 
John, with the sword,” James was one of 
the first to follow Jesus, and with Peter 
and John had been his special companion 
on several occasions, as on the Mount of 
Transfiguration and in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, and now he is first to see his 
Lord in glory—the first of the twelve, 
Jesus had taught them to be ready for 
this (Math, x, 28; Joha xvi, 2 

3%. “And because He saw it pleased the 
Jews, He proceeded further to take Peter 
also.”” Being passover time city would be 
full of people, and Herod by pleasing them 
would have opportunity to make himself 
popular, He did not know that it is God 
that putteth down one and setteth up an- 
other (Ps, Ixxv, 6, 7), Like Pilate, he saw 
only the people or Ciwsar. 

4. Peter in prison and guarded by sixteen 
soldiers, four on duty at a time, is surely 
in safe keeping, humanly speaking; but 
when men take counsel against God He 
that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh 
(Ps, xxxiii, 10, 11; ii, 4). God may allow 
Peter to be slain, as He did John the Bap- 
tist and Stephen and James, but if He 
purposes otherwise not all the soldiers on 
earth can hold him, 

5. Peter remains in prison, but the be- 
lievers cease not to pray for him, Accord- 
ing to the margin, “Instant and earnest 
prayer was made for him,’’ Not knowing 
whether it might be the will of God to 
spare him or not, while he lived they could 
earnestly ask that if it could be for the 
glory of God he might be delivered, Com- 
pare II Sam, xii, 22, 23, 

6. The saying that man’s extremity is 
God's opportunity is often illustrated. 
The last night of Peter’s life seemed to 
have come, for on the morrow Herod would 
bring him forth to be slain. There seems 
no possibility of escape; chained to a sol- 
dier on either side, and all doors and gates 
securely guarded—but ah, Lord God, there 
is nothing too hard for thee (Jer, xxxii, 17). 

7. Read Ps, ciii, 20, and behold here one 
of those servants of God to whom storm 
and tempest, fire and flood, walls and bars 
areasnothing. The soldiers sleep on while 
Peter’s chains fall off and he arises at tae 
word of the angel. Read how just such a 
messenger smote 185,000 men, while anoth- 
er shut the lions’ mouths, and another 
found Paulinthe storm on the Bea (Isa. 
xxxvii, 86; Dan. vi, 22; Acts xxvii, 28). 

8. Without unnecessary haste and yet 
quickly, Peter at the word of the angel 
girds himself, puts on his sandals and also 
his outer garments and prepares to follow 
his deliverer, God will leave nothing 
belonging to His people in the hands of the 
enemy. When Israel came out of Egypt 
they left not a hoof behind (Ex, x, 26); 
when we come forth on that resurrection 
morning it shall be seen that not a bair 
of our heads has perished (Luke xxi, 18). 

9, Thus far it was all like a dream to 
Peter. He had already seen wondrous 
things in a vision (chapter x, 10, 11) and 
supposed he was now enjoying another 
revelation from heaven, It was as when 
the captives returned from Babylon and 
they said they were like them that dream 
(Ps, exxvi, 1). 

10, Safely through the wards, and by the 
guards, and through the outer iron gate 
that opened of its own accord, and along 
through one street, and then the angel left 
him, and Peter finds himself alone—a few 
moments before in an inner prison securely 
chained, but now a free man by the mighty 
power of God. The same power sets free 
the sinner from satan’s bondage and wil! 
soon bring forth the body of every saint 
from the prison house of the grave. 

11. How Peter convinced himself that it 
was no vision, but a waking reality, we 
are not told. We can imagine him in va- 
rious ways proving to himself that he is 
really awake, and as he walks about he 
finds no chains, no soldiers and no prison 
walls; it dawns upon him that again he 
has had an angel’s visit. See chapter v, 
18, 19. 

12. Finding {it all gloriously real, he at 
once turns his steps to where he knew he 
would find some fellow believers, This 
Mary seems to have been a sister to Barna- 
bas (Col, iv, 10) and her home a headquar- 
ters for the saints, Blessed are the homes 
where the saints are welcome to meet for 
prayer. 

13, 14. As Peter knocks Rhoda comes to 
answer (R. V.) and is so overcome with 
gladness that she forgets to let him in, and 
ran back to tell that Peter was at the gate. 
Great joy does make some people act 
strangely; sorrow and trial humble them 
and bring them near to God, while pros- 
perity sets them wild, Had the soldiers 
been after Peter they would have got him 
while she was saying he was there, But 
God was caring for him, 

15. “And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad, But she constantly affirmed that it 
was even so. Then said they, It is His 
angel,’’ The prayer meeting gives place to 
a discussion, while the answer to their 
prayers is kept waiting outside the door, 
Is it not possible that answers to prayer 
are still kept outside while discussion in- 
stead of thanksgiving is going on in the 
church? Cousider the following texts in 
reference to people who are accounted mad; 
Isa. lix, 15, margin; Hos. ix, 7; John x, 20; 
Acts xxvi, 24. How slow we are to expect 
or acknowledge answers to prayer! 

16, ‘But Peter continued knocking, and 
when they had opened the door and saw 
him they were astonished,” How gracious 
of our God to have the answers to our 
prayers continue knocking! Perhaps there 
kre some at your door even now waiting 
to be received and acknowledged, Answers 
often come, nob as we expected, but in 
some unlooked for form and way. Letus 
pray that we may recognize the answers 
rhe n they come and quickly acknowledge 
them, 

17. “Noisily they chattered, but by his 
hand he stilled them and then told how 
the Lord had brought him out of prison.” 
Why do we not hear more testimony as to 
what the Lord has done for His people 
(Ps. lxvi, 16), or is He not doing much these 
days becuuse of our unbelief? Having 
given his testimony he would have them 
puss it on to James (son of Alpheus 
Math, x, 8) and the brethren, All “ood 
sidings of the grace of God are to be passed 

ys to others as fast as possible, Te de- 
parted and went to another place, so that 
When Herod sought for him’ in the morn- 
ing he could not be found, ‘There is a 
morning coming when believers shall not 
be found, but the enemies of the Lord 
shall be found and slain (verses 19-28; com- 
pare Heb, xi, 5; 11 Thess, i, 7-10),

And, mind you, the American 
pays no tax on his tea, coffee and sugar, 
or other raw materials, Here are some 
figures that show how prices aro not con- 
trolled by the tariff; and the prices are 
actual market quotations, in each caso 
being less than the tariff itself, instead 
of, as the Democrats claim, costing the 
consum*r the proper price with the tar- 
iff added:

Woburn Woman’s Club, 


Mr. E. C. Hovey, Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Commissioners of the World's 
Fair, spoke before the Woburn Woman's 
Club on Friday afternoon, November 4, 
upon “The World's Columbian Exposition 
and the Participation of Massachusetts 
therein.” 

Mr. Hovey’s remarks were interesting and 
practical but short; and many facts were 
brought out by the questions members 
asked at the close of the talk. 

The lecturer began by explaining the 
position of Massachusetts in the World's 
Fair—a position worthy the dignified and 
high place the State holda in the Union. 
Her board of managers consists of five 
persons two of whom are women, Mra. 
Alice Freeman Palmer (the Superintendent 
of the Woman's Exhibit of Massachusetts) 
and Miss Anna L. Duaives. 

Massachusetts will give special attention 
to the Department of Manufactures, and 
much space will be given to the display of 
her textile fabrics. 

The exhibit of Liberal Arte will include 
the latest advances in Education, Surgery, 
Engineering, Church Methods, Music and 
the Drama. 

In the Department of Electricity, Mussa- 
chusetts will be a large and important con- 
tributor—the telephonic connection between 
Boston and Chicago being her latest and 
grandest accomplishment 

In the Centennial of '76, gas furnished 
the artificial light; in the World’s Fair 
electric lights will take its place, gas being 
used for cooking purposes only. 

Everyone of the South American and 
Central American States has promised to 
exhibit: and of the forty-eight foreign 
nations invited to contribute forty-two have 
accepted. Japan has erected a building 
costing six hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars which will show her progress in the 
Arts and Sciences, and its rare collection of 
curious and relics will represent four 
distinct historical epochs. ‘This building, 
with its contents, has been presented per- 
manently to Chicago. 

The Massachusetts Building largely 
suggesta the John Hancock House: it is 
larger and has in addition, piazzas and a 
cupola; in front there is to be a court 
planted with old-time posies; the furnish- 
ings will be colonial; and in the various 
rooms, named for the various counties, 
there will be portraits of the counties’ 
celebrities. 

No better idea of the immensity of the 
Exposition can be obtained than the fact 
that the whole Centennial Exhibition of 
1876 could be placed within the building of 
the Manufactures of Liberal Arts alone, and 
yet there would be five acres of space un- 
covered. 

The architectural features, the engineer- 
ing, and the landscape gardening will be all 
that money and skill can accomplish. Mr. 
Hovey did not describe Chicago or the 
exposition grounds in detail; thinking 
probably, that by this tinve, both have 
become familiar to the reading public.

SWEDISH RAILROAD RESTAURANTS. 


Food in Great Quantities, but It Must 


Be Bolted in a Hurry. 

I have had my first experience of 
the Swedish mode of catering for 
travelers. We were warned at the 
door that every one entering the res- 
taurant would have to pay two 
kroner (two shillings and twopence 
halfpenny), whether he ate as much 

he was able or ate nothing at all. 

here was an appalling rush for 
victuals and drink. Thanks to the 
helpful person, I got nicely through 
the repast in twenty minutes, the 
limit of time allowed. Surely the 
twenty might have been extended to 
thirty minutes or more without, in a 
plow coach country, inconvenience 
to the railway administration. 

For the two kroner one had the 
run of all that was displayed with 
Homeric plenteousness on a longand 
wide central table and on a great 
pbuifet. The variety of victuals and 
drinks was infinite. What were 
there? Soups a la francaise and a la 
suedoise, native whets to appetite 
(delicatessen), including caviar, an- 
chovies, sliced tongue and sausages; 
smoked salmon, smoked goose and 
cucumbers flavored with aniseed. 
The fish division included lobsters, 
salmon boiled and grilled, pike and 
salmon trout. Poached eggs lay on 
‘*‘beds” of cooked spinach. Basinfuls 
of salad were placed among dishes of 
roast beef, veal and fowl, the latter 
of some diminutive breed. Besides 
these there were pieg, puddings, jams, 
cranberry compotes, pan and oven 


cakes, sweet omelets, and lastly, 
wood strawberries, with whipped 
cream, 


The coffee was equal to Ledoyen’s, 
lbut there was no time to drink it un- 
fless one scalded one’s throat. Knives, 
forks and plates were laid in heaps 
lon the central table. Beverages were 
old at cost prices. Around the room 
stood small tables with nothing but 
tablecloths on them, One helped 
one’s self as one pleased and ate as 
one could. 
| This is what an ‘‘old soldier” would 
doin a Swedish railway restaurant. 
If with a party he would appoint 
himself its general, directing one of 
his friends to pounce upon as many 
chairs as were wanted and set them 
round a table, on which he was to 
keep guard; another would be told 
off to capture knives, forks and 
plates, to order drinks and provide 
the party with glasses. His next 
duty would be to carry plates, soups 
and viands from the big table to the 
one that had been secured. The gen- 
eral’s part would be to ladle out soup 
and snatch up food from the big 
table, heaping up as much and as 
‘many sorts on each plate held out to 
him as he could, The whole party 
pvould be thus provided for without 
loss of time and could eat in hot haste 
no doubt of nearly everything. 

At a railway meal in Sweden one 
may sce asmany as seven or eight 
sorts of viands on the same plate at 
the same moment, and all getting 
mixed. But the tra¥eler's appetite 
is proverbial, and the fastidious per 
son risks being starved, All that is 
offered is of the best, but having to 
gobble rather than to eat one can 
hardly discern its good quality. The 
Swedes hold that this system of 
gor’ ging one’s self rapidly has its ad- 
lvantages, it enabling travelers to go 
foralong time without further re 
freshment, because they cannot di 
gest the food for many hours, and 
therefore cannot get hungry,—Lon 
don Truth.

1, “Now there were in the chureh that 
was at Antioch certain prophets and teach 
ers.”’ Barnabas and Saul having con 
tinned a whole year at Antioch teaching 
much people, were afterward sent to Jeru 
salem with the offering for the need 
brethren of Judea (chapter xi, 26-00), 
due time they returned, having fulfille. 
their mission, and brought with them 
John Mark, son of Mary, Barnabas’ sister, 
at whose house the prayer meeting had 
been held on behalf of Peter (chapter xii, 
12, 25; Col, iv, 10), 


2. “As they ministered to the Lord an 


! fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate me, 


Barnabas and Saul, for the work where 
unto I have called them,” To stand before 
God and serve Himand minister unto Him 
(II Chron, xxix, 11) should be the attitude 
and daily life of every Christian, the most 
ordinary work of the daily routine being 
done to His glory (I Cor. x, 81). Fasted 
implies at least more thought given to the 
welfare of the soul than to that of the 
body. Barnabas and Saul had been dili 
gently serving the Lord and living this 
consecrated life, but the Holy Spirit has a 
special work for them to which He now 
calls them (ph. ii, 10), 

8 “And when they 
prayed and laid their hands on them 
they sent them away.” The indulgence o1 
the body in eating and drinking is not con 
sistent with a holylife. That which is suf 
ficient for health God will bless, but the 
health of the soul, communion with God 
delighting in the will of God and ready t 
do it, desire above all things to be filled 
with His Spirit for His service—this will 
bring power from on high and make us 
channels whereby God may reveal Himselt 
to men, 

4. “So they, being sent forth by the Holy 
Ghost, departed unto Selencia, and from 
thence they sailed to Cyprus,.”’ They are 
right in going forth on this tour, for they 
are sent by the Spirit of God, and he can- 
not do wrong, but how they knew that they 
were to zo to Selencia, the seaport of An- 
tioch, and thence to Cyprus, is not clear to 
us. ‘Tio begin at home, or with those dear- 
est to us, seems to be a Scriptural princi- 
ple (Luke viii, 80; xxiv, 47). 

5. “And when they were at Salamis 
they preached the word of God in the syna- 
gorcue of the Jews, and they had also John 
to be their minister.”’ Salamis was the east- 
ern or nearest part of Cyprus to Selencia, 
while Paphos of the next verse was at the 
extreme west of the island. ‘To the Jew 
first” was the regular custom of the 
apostles wherever they went (Rom, i, 16; 
Acts iii, 26; xiii, 46). The preaching was 
never # sermon or essay to show their own 
skill, but always an exposition of the 
Word of God. 

6. “And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos they found a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus.’”? We do not read ot 
any success, any results of their preaching 
at Salamis, but we know they must have 
given faithful testimony, and as a brother 
inthe ministry once said to me, “Faith- 
fulness is success.’’ If we are faithful 
God will see to the results. Consider Luke 
xii, 42; xix, 17; Rev. ii, 10. We do not 
read of any followers of Jesus on the whole 
island, but we do find a fulse prophet. 

7. “Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent man; 
who called for Barnabas and Saul, and de- 
sired to hear the word of God,” The false 
prophet had made friends in high places, 
and satan was no doubt well pleased with 
his servant’s success, There have been 
many false prophets who have had much 
success, aud there will be many more. 

& “But Elymas, the sorcerer, withstood 
them, seeking to turn away the deputy 
from the faith.’’ There is direct 
tion and antagonism between Christ and 
antichrist, the true and the false, and 
when preachers of truth find no one resist- 
ing them it is clear that the devil does not 
care a fig for their preaching and fears no 
harm to his kingdom from their milk and 
water, pamby paiaby, goody goody kind of 
talk. If the preaching is God’s own truth 
the devil will hate it and soon show it, 

9 “Then Saul (who is also called Paul), 
filled with the Iloly Ghost, set his eyes on 
him.”

ant of Christ and a servant of satan in the} 


presence of the deputy, reminding us of 
the magicians who withstood Moses and 
Aaron, and taking us back even to the 
time of Cain and Abel. 

10, ‘And said, O full of all subtility and 
all mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways ef the 
Lord?” So Peter was enabled by the Spirit 
to read the hearts of Ananias and Sap- 
phira (chapter vy, 38,9). Thus plainly Je- 
sus spoke to the self righteous Jews, tell- 
ing them that they were of their father, 
the devil (John viii, 44). How much re- 
ligiousness there is today which is only a 
perversion of the truth of God, and there- 
fore of the devil, God only knows, but it 
will all be overthrown in due time under 
the name of Babylon (Rey. xviii, 21-24). 
Contrast the true and the false in Jer, 
xxiii, 28, 36. 

11. “And now behold the hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, 
not seeing the sun for a season, And im- 
mediately there fell on him a mist anda 
darkness; and he went about seeking some 
to lead him by the hand.”” The hand of 
our God is upon all them for good that 
seek Him, but His power and His wrathis 
against all them that forsake Him, With 
His right hand He dashes in pieces the 
enemy (Ezra viii, 22; Ex. xv, 6). The 
hand of God by His servant when laid 
upon Saul gave him sight and filled him 
with the Spirit (Acts ix, 17, 18), but now 
the same hand of God gives blindness and 
trouble. Everything depends upon our re- 
lation 40 God; obedience brings blessing, 
and disobedience brings cursing. 

12, “Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at the 
tloctrine of the Lord.” The soreerer had 
probably surprised him by some wonderful 
things, but he had never seen anything 
like this, If we would commend Christ to 
others it must be by such manifestation of 
His power in us as will make it clear that 
He is greater than Satan, that His joys are 
greater than those the world can give and 
that a life with Him is truly excellent, 

13, “Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos they came to Perga, in 
Pamphylia, and John, departing from 
them, returned to Jerusalem,” This re- 
turn home of John was afterward the 
cause of the separation of Paul and Barna 
bas, but at a later period we find Mark 
very dear and faithful to Paul, ree.

DUMMIES FOR DRESSES. 


Figures of Zinc That Enable Women to 
Become Thelr Own Dressmakers, 

Half a dozen ladies were standing 
outside of a doorway on a down town 
business block. Two or three of them 
were rather slenderly built, while 
the others were inclined to stoutness. 
Although they remained there to- 
gether for several hours, none of 
them said anything. This was prob- 
ably because they had no heads. In 
fact they were made of zinc as far 


| down as just below the hips, while 


beneath there was nothing at all ex- 
cept an iron stick for each one, with 
an base to standupon. It was evident 
that they were dressmakers’ dum- 
mies. 

Unlike most such dummies, how- 
ever, these represented the figures 
of real people. A reporter found by 
inquiry that the manner of making 
them is rather curious. For ex- 
ample, Mrs. Jones, for reasons 
presently to be explained, wants to 
have one constructed after the model 
of her own shape. She goes and 
has herself measured .'s if for a dress 
and a costume is cut out according to 
the measurements. But the material, 
instead of being silk or other cloth, 
is sheet zinc. When the pieces have 
been cut out they are soldered 
together, instead of being sewn, and 


|thus is obtained a reproduction of 


the figure of Mrs. Jones. 

Necessarily the measuring, cutting 
and shaping have to be done very 
carefully, inasmuch as the dummy 
must have precisely the form of Mrs, 
Jones. She has it sent home and it 
serves in future for dressmaking pur- 
poses as a substitute for herself— 
that is to say, she has all her dresses 
fitted upon it instead of having to 
bother with that part of the business 
herself. Any woman will testify 
what an aggravating bore it is to 
have a dress fitted, requiring as it 
does hours of standing before the 
mirror end all sorts of alterations 
and readjustments, all of which is a 
trial to both patience and temper. 

But with a dummy to fit the dress 
upon most of this trouble is avoided. 
If a dressmaker is employed she can 
do all the fitting on the model, and if 
the gown fits the latter it will equally 
satisfy the requirements of Mrs, 
Jones. Of course this assumes that 
Mrs. Jones does not get particularly 
fatter or thinner, in which case she 
would be obliged to have herself 
measured for another dummy. How- 


lever, the greatest advantage of this 


device is thet Mrs. Jones is able to 
send her dummy to the dressmaker's 
house and she need not go there or 
disturb herself again about the mat 
ter, having provided the materials, 
until the gown is sent home allready 
to be put on. 

Most women are obliged to make 
their own dresses, and for their pur 
poses such a dummy is invaluable, 
inasmuch as they are thus enabled to 
fit their own waists and drape their 
own skirts as well and as easily as if 
they were making a costume for 
somebody else, The zinc dummies 
cost from eight to twenty dollars. 
The price of them goes up rapidly 
with the ayoirdupois of the pur 
chaser, 60 that a dummy with a 48 
inch bust costs at least twice as much 
as one with a 36-inch bust measure, 
It is probable, therefore, that before 
long similar dummies will be made 
for men, who can thus have clothes 
made for them by their tailors with- 
out being obliged to be measured.— 
Washington Star,

Longstreet instantly dismounted, 
and with the aid of Sorrell and La- 
trobe wheeled the heavy pieces into 
line, double shotted them and trained 
them on the advancing Federal line, 
Longstreet sighted both pieces and 
jerked the lanyards with his own 
hands. The effect was terrific. Both 
shots went through, mowing great 
gaps in the Federal line. The pieces 
were loaded and trained rapidly, so 
that again and again the advancing 
line of Federals was broken and mo 
mentarily halted, giving time to ac 
complish what Longstreet had in 
view—the re-establishment of his 
own line concentrating at that point 
of attack, 

Noticing a group of Union soldiers 
watching the fight from a distant 
hill, Longstreet elevated his two 
pieces and fired at them. The shells 
went just above the group, in which 
was McClellan, scattering them im- 
mediately. Unknown to the Con- 
federate officers McClellan sent post 
haste for one of his best batteries. A 
few minutes later Lee and Long- 
street were conversing on a high hill 
to the east of Sharpsburg, near the 
point from which Longstreet had 
been firing. While these two were 
talking General D, H. Hill rode up, 
bringing a message to Lee. Long- 
street advised Hill to dismount, as 
his conspicuous appearance on horse- 
back might draw the Federal fire. 
For some reason the advice was not 
followed, 

A few seconds later a puff of smoke 
drew their attention for the first 
time to the Federal battery which 
McClellan had just posted, The 
shell aimed at Lee, Longstreet and 
Hill was well directed. Lee was on 
one side of Hill, his hand resting on 
the bridle of the latter's horse. 
Longstreet was on the other side of 
the horse, a few feet away. The 
shell struck Hill’s horse, cutting off 
both legs just below the knees. The 
poor brute fell to his knees and re- 
mained in that position, with his 
back at an awkward slant, while 
ludicrous, because necessarily awk- 
ward, efforts to dismount. He first 
threw his leg, in the usual fashion, 
over the cantle of the saddle, but in 
his haste came near toppling for- 
ward over his horse’s head. 

Lee and Longstreet both laughed 
heartily at Hill’s position and has- 
tened to help him dismount. Hill, 
throwing one leg over the pommel of 
his saddle, dismounted without help 
and then joined in the laugh at his 
expense, The same shell from Me- 
Clellan’s battery, narrowly missing 
Lee and Longstreet and killing Hill’s 
horse, went on its way of destruc- 
tion, exploding over a Confederate 
regiment behind Hill, killing and 
wounding a considerable number of 
men.—Atlanta Constitution.

being satisfied. On whose hend the 
blame should fall is not for the Jour- 


NAL to suy, but that somebody has been 
derelict in the discharge of official 
duties the following figures conclusively 
show. 

The victims of strong drink have 
been the principal sufferers from the 
very peculiar methods which have been 
practised here in the execution of the 
liquor laws, while the seller has fared 
easy at the hands of the guardians ot 
the law. Let us see: 

Arrests for drunkenness, 1891, 264. 


Arrests for drunkenness, 1892, 583. 
Several ineffectual attempts have 
been made in certain official quarters 


to prove that the excess of arrests of 
intoxicated persous in 1892 over 1891, 
or in other words, the apparent increase 
of drunkenness during the period, was 
due the ‘Sdrunk law,” called. 
The following figures tell an entirely 
different story :

ELEMENT OF CHANCE IN GAMES. 


Great Players Often Owe Their Most Bril- 
liant Efforts to a Chunce Plry. 

We s).ould like to know how good 
a player a man must be before he 

san truly say that he never owes a 
victory or a defeat at chess to good 
or ill luck. Chess, as played by be- 
ginners, is far more often decided by 
chance than not. As played even by 
fairly good players, it is not always 
a game which is entirely controlled 
by their contending skill. A more 
than average player must often con- 
fess to himself that the result of a 
move was purely accidental, and 
that the very step which he re- 
gretted, the moment that it became 
irrevocable, was the step which ulti- 
mately opened the way to success. 
No doubt among such chess players 
as Messrs. Blackburne, Steinitz and 
others this element of: ¢hance is re- 
duced to the minimum; but even in 
their game it must still exist toa 
cer AR extent. 

A player who is said to play a bril- 
liant game must often appeal to 
blind fortune in making some of the 
moves which earn him the title, 
for from all accounts there are 
among even the best chess players 
two different classes—the brilliant 
player and the machinelike player; 
that is to say, the player who some- 
times goes astray from his rule and 
theory and the player who never de- 
viates from them, and what advan- 
tage can the former ever hope to 
gain over the latter except it be 
with the aid of chance? 

Even more strictly scientific than 
chess is the game of draughts. Be 
tween skillful players of draughts it 
seems impossible for there to be any 
room for the intervention of fortune. 
But then draughts, with all due de. 
ference to its players, is nota very 
amusing game, and they who seek 
amusement will probably reverse 
the board, and with the cheerful rat- 
tle of dice embark upon the chances 
of backgammon, Even in games of 
manual skill it is the lurking ele 
ment of chance which adds to them 
no unimportant attraction. 

The ‘glorious uncertainty of crick 
et’ is not an empty phrase; were it 
not for that uncertainty a cricket 
match would lose much of its inter 
est not only for the spectators, but 
for the players too, And in cricket, 
tennis and in other games, as in 
chess, there is also the distinction be- 
tween the brilliant and the cautious 
player, the player who hazards the 
most and the player who hazards 
the least; the one who sometimes is 
willing to depend on chance, and the 
one who is not. Now there is no 
doubt which of these two the world 
most admires and would most wil- 
lingly emulate. 

Curiously enough, the same world 
that welcomes the element of chance 
in games of science and skill is al- 
ways anxious to introduce some ele- 
ment of science into its diversions 
with pure chance, When it actually 
plays with fortune as an antagonist, 
it gets its keenest enjoyment from 
its efforts to load the dice. We do 
not suppose that the gambler exists 
who does not secretly cherish the 
fond idea that he can cheat fortune. 
If betting upon horse races were a 
matter of absolute uncertainty, the 
bookmaker’s occupation would be 
gone, and the interest that we now 
display in betting—we mean to say 
in the improvement of our breed of 
horses—would speedily diminish, In 
this case we try to cheat fortune 
with the science of superior informa 
tion, and it must be confessed that 
the amusement allows a large mar 
gin for the operation of that science, 
and that the person who possesses it 
wins, 

The turf is a board upon which 
the game of pure chance is only 
played by for fools.—London Spectator, 


The 5! BUk Spinning eater: 

A mollusk that might take an im- 
portant place in textile industries if 
it existed in sufficient numbers is 
found in warm seas, especially on 
the coast of Sicily. It is the pinna, 
a genus of wing shelled bivalves, of 
which one species attains a length of 
two feet. To attach itself to the 
rocks it spins a cable of strong fila 
ments, called collectively the byssus. 


These threads are wonderfully 
strong, silken in texture and have 
been woven into various delicate 


fabrics. A pair of gloves from this 
material may be seen in the British 
museum, and fine mummy cloths, 
made from it by the ancients, are 
still preserved,—New Orleans Pica 
yune.

Even 
Judas testified that He was an innocent 
man (Math, xxvii, 4). 

20, All things are known to God from 
the beginning (Acts xv, 18), and the Holy 
Spirit had written beforehand in the Old 
Testament every detail of the sufferings, 
death and resurrection of Christ, all of 
which was literally fulfilled even to the 
casting lots upon His vesture and His 
being buried in the tomb of a rich man. 

80, “But God raised Him from the dead,” 
God has sworn to David concerning his 
seed that He would establish the throne of 
his kingdom for ever (IIT Sam, vii, 12, 18), 
Isaiah also hud said that the Wonderful 
Counselor should have His kingdom es- 
tablished upon the throne of David for- 
ever (Isa, ix, 6,7). But this implied an

31. The witnesses to His resurrection 
were very many, not less than 500, and He 
was seen ten times at least during a period 
of forty days, and was always speaking of 
this kingdom, the kingdom to be restored 
to Israel at his coming again in glory (I 
Cor. xv, 6; Acts i, 8, 6; iii, 21), 

82. “We declare unto you glad tidings.” 
The Gospel is always glad tidings, whether 
it be the Gospel of the grace of God or the 
Gospel of the glory of God (Acts xx, 24; 
I Vim. i, 11, R. V.), and when received it 
invariably makes glad those who receive 
it, Itiss high honor to be privileged to 
declare these glad tidings, and yet this 
honoris freely conferred upon every be- 
liever (Acts viii, 1, 4; Rev. xxii, 17). 

33. The New Testament opens with the 
statement that it is about Jesus Christ, 
the son of David the son of Abraham, im- 
plying that all that was promised to both 
David and Abraham will be made good to 
and in Jesus Christ.

36. David could not have written of him- 
self in Ps, xvi, for his body saw corrup- 
tion, and although some say that Jesus is 
now on David’s throne in heaven, they fail 
totell us where it is written that David 
ever had a throne in heaven, and seem to 
forget that it is written ‘David is not as- 
cended into the heavens” (Acts ii, 34), 

37. “But He, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption.” His life was not 
taken from Him, but He laid it down of 
His own accord and by his own power He 
took it again (John x, 18). This is our 
Redeemer, the Great Head of the church, 
the King of Israel and King of nations; 
and to us who are in Him will he give im- 
mortal, incorruptible bodies like His own 
(I Cor, xv, Phil. iii, 20, 21), 

38. In order to enjoy this redemption and 
share His glory we must first obtain the 
forgiveness of sins. ‘This is true of Jew or 
Gentile, individual or nation. Sin is the 
great barrier between man and God (Isa, 
lix, 2), but Jesus has stepped in between, 
and the Lord hath laid on Him the iniquity 
of us all (Isa, liii, 6). 

102 Fully has He made atonement, and 
freely does he offer to every believer all the 
benefits of that great redemption. The 
law cannot but Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every one that 
believeth (Rom. viii, 8, 4; x, 4; iii, 24).

Photographing Bullets. 

It is no news that cannon balls and 
bullets can be photographed as they 
dart through the air, but Professor 
C. V. Boys has recently made some 
experiments in photographing flying 
bullets that cast new light upon their 
motion and their effect upon the air 
| through which they pass. 

Professor Boys fires the bullet 
through a box lined with black cloth, 
and so arranged that the passing 
bullet itself completes an electric cir- 
cuit and causes a flash of light in the 


millionth of a second, sufiices to 
imprint a photograph of the bullet 
on a sensitized plate contained in the 
box. 

Not only are the bullets them- 
selves photographed, but also the at- 
mospheric waves created by their 
passage. In front of the bullets are 
seen the waves of condensation and 
behind them the waves of rarefac- 
tion, and interesting observations 
have been made on the peculiar 
forins of these waves. 

As each bullet dashes through the 
box it touches the terminals of two 
wires in the electric circuit, and the 
little cloud of dust into which the 
ends of the wires gre pulverized also 
has its image imprinted on the pho- 
tographic plate, 

Professor Boys has experimented 
| with the photographing of charges 
of small shot fired from shotguns, 
and the final result of these experi- 
ments is awaited with much interest 
because it promises to throw light 
upon the manner in which guns of 
different patterns scatter the shot.

Sealing Wax Is Made of Shellac. 

In olden tinies common beeswax 
was used for sealing envelopes. The 
wax was mixed with earthy materials 
to give it consistency. It was diffi- 
cult to preserve it, however, as even 
a little heat tended to soften it. Later 
gum was introduced for this purpose, 
and then came sealing wax, which is 
made chiefly of shellac, The sealing 
wax that comes from India is the 
purest and is made almost entirely 
of shellac, vermillion or some other 
pigment being mixed with it for 
color, All of the varieties of shellac 
are translucent, and some of the finer 
varieties are in sheets as thin as writ 
ing paper.—Boston Globe,

GENTILES BELIEVE. 


LESSON IX, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, NOV. 27. 
Text of the Lesson, Acta xtil, 44, to xiv, 
7—Memory Verses, 46-48 
Acts xlil, 47 
D. M. Stearns, 


Golden Text, 
Comreentary by the Rev. 


44. “And the next Sabbath day came 
rmost the whole city together to hear the 
Word of God.’ The apostles had no doubt 
spoken to many in private through the 
week, and those who had heard the pre- 
ceding Sabbath had not been quiet about 
the wondrous resurrection story, and the 
consequent great redemption so fully and 
freely proclaimed, It became the talk of 
the town and an immense congregation 
assembled not to hear the wisdom nor the 
oratory of the apostles, but to hear the 
Word of God. 

45, Such manifest working of the Holy 
Spirit could not but provoke the adversary 
Compare Acts v, 
83; vii, 4. If none of the religious people 
of a community are stirred to talk against 
the preaching it is an evidence either that 
they are all wonderfully in sympathy with 
Christ, or that the preaching lacks salt 
(11 Tim, iii, 12; Col. 6). 

46. “To the Jew first”? was the principle 
acted upon in all apostolic preaching (Rom, 
i, 16), then to the Gentiles, Man has the 
power of receiving or putting from him 
this great gift of everlasting life which 
God has provided at such infinite cost, but 
if any one judges himself unworthy of 
life, it is equal to judging himself worthy 
of death (John iii, 86; Rom, fi, 4, 5). 

47. Paul's con@ission was to bear the 
name of the Lord not only before the chil- 
dren of Isracl, but before the Gentiles 
(Acts ix, 15), and he quotes from Isa, xlix, 
6, concerning Israel’s Messiah, called the 
Servant of the Lord, “I will also give thee 
for a light to the Gentiles, that thou may- 
est be my salvation unto the end of the 
earth.”’ While the mystery of the church 
is not revealed in the Old Testament (ph. 
iii, 5, 6), the calling of the Gentile nations 
after Israel shall have been converted is 
an oft repeated fact; and yet Paul seems 
to gather from this passage something 
concerning his mission to the Gentiles, 

48, The Gentiles gave heed to the mes- 
sage, and by receiving the word of the Lord 
they glorified it and were made glad, and 
asmany as were ordained to eternal life 
believed. Not all are now given to Christ, 
but all who are given shall come (John vi, 
87), and whosoever will may come (Rey, 
xxii, 17), sure that none will be cast out, 
This is the time of salvation for the elect 
church, after which shall come the salva- 
tion of Israel, and then of all nations (Acts 
xv, 14-17). 

49. “And the Word of the Lord was pub- 
lished throughout all the region,”’ This 
is the work of the church and of every in- 
dividual member of it, to proclaim every- 
where a full and free redemption through 
the death and resurrection of Jesus that 
all may hear, that so from all the elect 
church may be gathered. Her song indi- 
cates that she is to be made up of believers 
from all parts of the earth (Rey. v, 9). 

50. How little these honorable women 
and chief men thought that by this 
conduct they were declaring themselves 
against God and His Christ. When the 
seventy were sent out Jesussaid, “He that 
despiseth you despiseth me, and he that de- 
spiseth me despiseth Him that sent me” 
(Luke x, 16). But this rough wind would | 
work God's glory by scattering yet more 
the precious seed. “Surely the wrath of | 
man shall praise thee’ (Ps, 1xxvi, 10), 

51, “But they shook off the dust of their 
feet against them, and came unto Ico- 
nium.’?

Uatastrophic Denudations, 
Comparatively small glaciers can 
tinder certath circumstances hold 
back water so as to form lakes like 
the Marjelen sea behind the Aiggisch 
horn, or the Mattmark sea in the 
Saas valley. What bodies of water 
inay have been held back by the 
huge ice sheets of the great glacier 
period—what inconceivably stupen 
dous events would the bursting of 
their bonds be! Yet this is not al 
together wild speculation. Already 
much evidence has been brought to 
yether which tells of the former ex 
istence of such masses of water, of a 
jrveat ice barrier at Cincinnati dam 
ining back 20,000 square miles of wa 
ter, and of another lake of the same 
kind farther north in the Red river re- 
frion 100,000 square miles in area, 100 
to 200 miles wide and 600 miles long. 
And the same evidence goes to show 
that these gigantic reservoirs (Lake 
Ohio and Lake Agassiz they have 
been called) did actually burst, not 
once, but several times, just as the 
small temporary pond of the Bionas- 
bay glacier gave way the other day. 
With such examples before us one 
cannot but hesitate before assigning 
too uniform a degree of intensity to 
the various agents of denudation, 
nor can one easily avoid the conclu- 
sion that, as regards some of them, 
their rate of work was occasionally 
far greater in past than in present 
times.—London Atheneum.

When Deacon Gawin Ro Gage peacefully 
quit all earthly scenes for a life above at his 
home on Montvale Avenue early on Iriday 
morning, Nov. 25, this community 
of its best members; the city, an old resi- 
dent; the First Congregational church, a 
pillar; and the family, a kind and loving 
head. 

Gawin Ro Gage was born at Bedford, N 
H., on January 26, 1819, of poor but highly 
respectable parents, his father, Benjamin 
S. Gaye, being one of the hardy 
of the Old Granite State. In his youth he 
enjoyed but limited educational advantiges 
until he entered Hancock Academy where 
he acquired learning that fitted him for the 
duties of life.

Ile was Town Treasurer of 
1847 to 1880 inclusive, and never 
town lose a dollar by him. He 
many years a ‘Trustee of the Woburn Bive 
Cents Savings Bank and was influential in 
building up that large and prosperous jnsti- 
tution, Tn business life, church and society 
he filled many posts of responsibility and 
always faithfully and well 

Dencon Gage was good to the poor 
was the church's Almoner for disposing 
its gratuities to the needy. In ‘War times” 
he was Conspicuous for his patriotivm and 
good works, And so it was with him all 
through life, and so it is that a

People are accustomed to think 
that all the world has now been ex- 


plored except central Africa and the 
polar regions. As amatter of fact, 
there are portions of the American 
continent which are as completely 
unknown to science as any part of 
equatorial Africa. Within the last 
ten years a young American natural 
ist has won renown by his explora 
tions in the basin of the Amazon in 
Brazil, and a yacation expedition of 
tollege students in Labrador has re- 
tulted in important additions to geo 
praphical knowledge. 

Lieutenant Schwatka’s explorations 
in Alaska and his visit to hitherto 
unknown tribes of cave dwellers in 
northern Mexico “revealed the fact 
that fields are still open on this con- 


tinent in which young men with a 
gerious purpose, a scientific educa- 


tion and a strong body may distin- 
guish themselves in geographical and 
ethnological research, 

In 1890 two large rivers, hitherto 
unknown tributaries of the Amazon, 


were discovered by naturalists. A 
great part of Guiana, and a still 
greater part of the vast region im- 
mediately to the eastward of the 
Andes, extending from the frontier 
of Venezuela to the Argentine Re- 
public, remain unknown lands, so 
far as certain knowledge is con 


cerned. 

Should it all be gone over and ac 
curately mapped, there would still re 
main to be learned many facts about 
it, as well as about the regions al- 
ready known, which are of the high 
est scientific interest, and in the 
study of which distinction might be 
gained.— Youth's Companion. 


Symptoms of Arsenical Poisoning. 

Detection almost certainly awaits 
the poisoyer of today who uses ar 
seaic. Marsh's test for it, described 
in all books on chemistry, will prove 
the presence of incredibly small 
amounts of it. In of death 
from poisoning the greater amounts 


Cases 


of the arsenic is found in the liver 
and intestines. The prominent symp- 
toms of acute arsenical poisoning 


come on half an hour or so after the 
substance is swallowed. Faintness 
and a feeling of depression are fol 
lowed by an intense burning pain in 
the stomach. Nausea and vomiting 
usually follow, but no relief comes 
from the ejection of the contents of 
the stomach. Purging follows next, 
blood being frequently distinguish 
able in the evacuations. 

The victim thirsty, 
feeble and irregular, and his skin is 
clammy and damp. Death usually 
results in from cighteen to seventy 
two hours. The treatment consists 
in the use of the stomach pump. 
the administration of emetics, large 
amounts of magnesia emulsion and 
either freshly precipitated ferrie hy 
drate or the solution known as dia 
lized iron. —Chicago Herald,

Early in the present century it 
was introduced into’ English collec 
tons of hymns through the com 


pressed translation or paraphrase of 
it given by Scott in his ‘‘Lay of the 
Last Minstrel,” and few hymn books 
now are without the solemn apolca 
lyptic strain, ‘That day of wrath, 
that dreadful day.” But our special 
point is the extraordinary number of 
versions which haye been made of 
the hymn, about 160 in English and 
ninety in German, being on record 
Next to this among Latin hymns may 
be ranked, although at a long inter 
val, the ‘‘Adeste Fideles,” of which 
there are thirty-eight English yer 
sions, a number far surpassed by 
the sixty-three of Luther's great 
hymn, ‘Ein feste Burg.”—Quarterly 
Review.

The picture that 
Mr. Emerson drew of Thoreau) had an 
Jelement of freshness, of crispness, and of 
absolute trath, and in outline, gave the 
following jnipression 

Thorean had individualitw, he 
was independent and combative, even given 
to desputation, THis primitive living, his 
plain speaking of homely truths, his dis- 
regard of society's ways, his impatience at 
pretense, brought him keen and unkind 
criticism, and the contempt of narrow'souls, 
Although of a rough exterior he had a 
loving nature, 

It was the ehildren and dumb animals 
who best knew Thoreau, and who returned 
liberally his love; for tothem alone was he 
truly demonstrative, He Joved to amuse 
and teach the children, and to interest them 
in the study of nature: he excited their 
love of adventure by tales of Robin lHood 
and other stirring heroes, for he was a born 
story teller. His speech was simple, clean 
and high, not lacking in wit, and he had a 
keen sense of the rediculous, Although 
his genius was solitary, yet his soul found 
companionship in minds enfeebled and un- 
developed. Henry and his brother John 
were close Companions; together they took 
the Concord Academy, Their friendship 
was interrupted only by the sad and terrible 
death of John. 

Thoreau was not an idle dreamer, as the 
readers of ‘*Walden” know, Two years 
and two months of his forty-four y 8 of 
life were passed in his woodland retreat, 
and it was during this period that he pre- 
pared his ‘Week on the Concord and 
Merrimac Rivers.”

While living in his little hut, he made 
frequent visits to his parents; for his treat- 
ment of them was always quietly beautiful 

He worked in the pencil shop with his 
father; and he not only placed his father's 
business of manufacturing of lead pencils 
far in advance of his competitors; but he 
continued, with his sister’s help, to carry on 
the business after his father’s death. 

Thorean was quick at repartee, and the 
sting of his sarcasm was often felt. 

He loved music and was skilfal with the 
flute. He wrote verses, some of which are 
of ahigh order. The key note of Thoreau’s 
philosophy of living may be struck by this 
quotation, “If Ido not keep step with others, 
itis because hear a different drummer.” 

Mr. Emerson, from his own high and 
sensitive nature, can treat sympathetically 
of this authornaturalist who as the friend 
and guest of his parents, was the loved 
companion and guide of his youth.

SII ECTS BL EMT OT 
LETTERS OUTSIDE THE MAIL BAGS, 


One Direction in Which the Mail Service 
of England Is Far Ahead of Ours, 

It is more than a year since a con 
tributor called the attention of the 
United States postal authorities te 
the fact that British railway com 
panies were carrying letters, under 
an arrangement with her majesty’s 
postoffice, outside the mail bags, and 
that this was a grand convenience t« 
miny of her majesty’s subjects. 

The British railway companies have 
been carrying letters in this way for 
two or three years, and what was 
originally an experiment is today a 
demonstrated success. The number 
of letters so carried in one year in 
Great Britain was 145,000 and in Ire 
land 12,000, 

We are indebted to Mr. Henry L. 
Goodwin, of East Hartford, whos« 
alert interest in postal reforms dur 
ing the past forty odd years has been 
of substantial service to the whol 
American people, for a copy of the 
agreement between her majesty’s 
postmaster general and the seventy- 
five British railway, tramway and 
steamship companies that are thus 
co-operating with the department. 
Each company agrees to receive at 
any of its passenger stations and for 
ward any letter bearing a postage 
stamp or stamps of the value of onc 
penny, not exceeding’ one ounce in 
weight and not containing a watch, 
jewelry or coin of the realm. For 
this service the company is author 
ized to collect two pence from the 
sender of the letter, and this is the 
sole compensation it gets. 

Any subject of her majesty can 
post a letter and have it delivered 
into the hands of his fellow subject 
to whom it is addressed, if living 
within two miles of the postoffice, by 
the payment of additional postage at 
the rate of three pence for each mile 
or fraction of a mile. If the distance 
exceeds two miles and there is no 
public conveyance available in both 
directions, ‘‘the actual cost of a spe 
cial conveyance must be paid in ad 
dition.” It is this service which the 
department desires to extend so as to 
cover the letters sent outside the 
mail bags. 

How great a convenience the 
chance to send letters in this new 
British fashion would often be to cit 
izens of this glorious republic hardly 
needs pointing out. At present some 
of our passenger trains have railway 
postoffices attached to them, and the 
sender of a letter can post it on the 
train personally. The railroad men 
are not allowed to do it for him, In 
the cities there are mail boxes at the 
railway stations, but in the country 
towns these are conspicuously ab 
sent. 

A great many passenger trains now 
carry closed mails. If there were 
slits in the mail bags for the inser- 
tion of letters, and if the baggaye 
master in charge were allowed for a 
reasonable fee to pop the letters of 
belated citizens into them, a great 
deal of time would be saved anda 
great deal of inconvenience and an- 
noyance ayoided,—Hartford Courant. 


Roads in Ecuador, 

In these days when so much 
said in American newspapers about 
the importance of good roads, it may 
be interesting to know how such mat 
ters are looked upon in Ecuador, Mr. 
Whymper, in his book, says: 

I had been rebuked in Quito for 
objecting to the ‘‘Royal” route, be 
cause our animals had sunk half way 
up to their flanks, When I asked my 
monitor what he considered a bad 
road, he replied; 

“A road is bad when the beasts 
tumble into mud holes and yanish 
right out of sight.” 

At one place my animal stopped 
on the brink, unwilling to proceed, 
Dismounting I gave it a touch with 
the whip. It went head first into 
the slough, and emerged on the other 
side a miserable object, dripping 
with filth, which for a second haa 
risen above its hindquarters. 

This mud hole was about four feet 
deep, and was the finest we discoy 
ered in Ec uador,

28, Observe the partnership of the Holy 
Spirit and the church and compare chap 
ler xiii, 2. Every one who receives Jesus 
receives also the Holy Spirit, and the body 
becomes His temple, every whit of which 
He jealously desireth for the glory of God 
{I Cor. vi, 19, 20; Jas, iv, 5, R. V., margin). 
Jesus said to His apostles when He sent 
them forth, “It is pot ye that speak, but 
the Spirit of your Father which speaketh 
in you” (Math. x, 20).

starch, a muscular fiber, or any 
shapely and differentiated element? 
In order to answer these questions 
we must dissipate some confusion 
and present all the elements of the 
problem. 

To ask the chemist to make direct 
ly a differentiated being, or even a 
muscular fiber, a nervous cell, a 
grain of starch, is to ask him to do 
What nature herself has probably 
never been able to do, and what it is 
probably impossible to realize, Can 
one in good faith exact so much? Is 
it notenough to ask the chemist to 
be as powerful as nature? The ques 
tion is then reduced to, Will the 
chemist be able to do what nature 
has done? Let us see what nature 
has done, looking from the evolu 
tionist’s point of view. 

If the living form of matter was 
ever born by virtue of the action of 
natural forces, the event must have 
taken place in a medium the con 
ditions of which differed from the 
existing conditions of our globe, for 
such formation of natural matter 
does not seem to be realized among 
us. Under these special conditions 
of the medinm living matter must 
have appeared in the 1.ost simple, 
the most rudimentary condition, for 
beginnings are always humble and 
little differentiated. 

We can conceive nothing of this 
kind more simple than droplets, 
more or less minute, of a substance 
comparable with albumen or pro 
toplasm—that is, arent of vital ex 
changes to be established within it 
—Armand Sabatier in Popular Sci-

Ice has been used for preserving 
for more than w# quarter of a century 
with the greatest advantage in the 
fishing fleet, of which it has entirely 
modified the work, but it was not 
till 1875 that it began to be seriously 
employed for the preservation of 
meat during its transport from Amer- 
ica to Europe, nor till 1879 that the 
Bell, Coleman and Waslam refriger- 
ators, which have rendered possible 
the trade in frozen carcasses, were 
introduced, ' American frozen fresh 
meat was brought into our markets 
in 1876, Australian in 1880 and New 
Zealand in 1882, and yet, though 
their commencements are so near to 
us, the three together now represent 
a third of all the meat sold in Lon- 
flon.—Blackwood’s Magazine.

Taste Vetter Than Solid ta . 

In the past quarter of a century 
only three men have ever said any 
thing in a national political conven 
tion whieh the general public re 
mombered, These were Roscoe Conk 
ling when he nominated Grant, 
Robert Ingersoll when he nominated 
Blaine and General Bragg when he 
seconded the nomination of Cleve 
land eight years ago. Even Depew, 
graceful table talker that he is, 
wearied the Minneapolis convention 
by a speech which had nothing re 
markable about it except its inordi 
nate length. He was a sad disap 
pointment. Much was promised for 
Mr. De Witt, of Brooklyn, when he 
came to nominate Governor Hill at 
Chicago, but the reports of his 
speech indicate that it was turgid, 
“dry as summer dust,” and alto 
gether dreary, He endeavored to 

“rise to an occasion,” but the occa 
sion eluded him, and his effort did 
him no credit. 

The trouble with the average ora- 
tor is that he fails to catch the spirit 
of those whom he addresses, It sel 
dom occurs to him that an impatient 
crowd can only be reasoned with in 
the lightest lines of speech; that 
crisp, bright, sententious declarations 
are accepted with shouts where 
argument would fall upon unwilling 
ears, and that oratorical greatness 
can only be achieved by striking out 
from the beaten paths. But it fre 
quently happens that in the effort to 
depart from the old lines of thought 
the orator ouly betrays his weak 
ness and meets with failure where he 
had expected success. 

The truth is, men will not listen to 
the reading of a president’s message ; 
neither will they hear nor heed the 
announcement of comparative sta 
tistics. These things they can read 
with profit and pleasure in their 
own homes, at their own times and 
in theirown way. When they get 
together in « public assemblage the 
resultant contact develops the ani 
mal inthem. They are exhilarated, 
nervous, full of magnetism, 
and in anticipation of something 
that will give them an opportunity 
to “uncork themselves.” The man 
who can supply this want is the suc 
cessful convention orator. He may 
accomplish if in various ways and 
by interesting methods, but he must 
adhere to the one principle of direct 
ness and clearness. 

He must be brief and bright, strong 
in lung power and distinct in enuncia 
tion. These qualities bring relief to 
the overstrained nerves and sensibil 
ities of a vast audience, and the re 
flected magnetism thereafter carries 
forward together the orator and the 
listener, Louis Republic.

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT CATS, 


Three Handred of These Animals 
gaged in Protecting Records, 


Three hundred and odd cats are 
maintained by the United States 
government, the cost of their sup 
port being carried as a regular item 
on the accounts of the postoffice 
department. They are distributed 
among about fifty postoffices, and 
their duty is to keep rats and mice 
from eating postal matter and mail 
sacks. Their work is of the utmost 
Importance wherever large quanti 
ties of mail is collected—as, for ex 
nmple, at the New York postoftice, 
where from 2,000 to 8,000 bags of 
such material are commonly stowed 
away in the basement. 

Formerly great damage was often 
done by mischievous rodents, which 
chewed holes in the sacks and 
thought nothing of boring clear 
through bags of letters in a night. 
Troubles of this sort no longer occur, 
now that the official pussies keep 
watch, Each postmaster is allowed 
from eight to forty dollars a year 
for the keep of his feline staff, send 
ing his estimate for ‘‘cat meat” to 
Washington nt the beginning of cach 
quarter, Care is taken not to feed 
the animals too “high,” in order that 
their appetite for live game may be 
keen. It is laid down as a rule that 
no meat shall be given where there 
is a mouse or a rat to be caught. 

Cats are kept in all the government 
buildings at Washington. In that of 
the state, war and navy departments 
they are employed not only to pro 
tect the priceless papers stored there, 
but to guard against fire. Twice the 
war department has been set afire by 
rats gnawing matches—on one of 
these occasions in the office of the 
secretary of war in the middle of the 
night. A year ago the treasury had 
nine cats, but they made themselves 
obnoxious and all were given away 
but two. These are as wild as pos- 
sible, getting aliving by foraging for 
themselves. Mice are notoriously 
fond of chewing up money, but they 
have no chance to get at Uncle Sam’s 
paper cash, which is kept in rooms 
with iron walls that defy their teeth. 

Rats occupied the pension office in 
great numbers while it was in pro 
cess of building, taking up their resi 
dence in the walls and floors as fast 
as they were put up. Two years ago 
four cats were introduced there to 
guard the records of the old soldiers, 
and they have driven most of the 
vermin away. The best rat killer of 
the quartet not long ago, being

frightened at something, fell from | 


the second gallery, fifty feet, to the 
tiled floor and was killed. The White 
House has two cats, one a black and 
white female kept in the kitchen, 
and the other a black Tom kept in 
the stable. Mrs, Harrison had four 
handsome Maltese cats, but they dis 
appeared.

The 
huge building swarms with them, 
and at night they scamper about in 
troops. Nobody knows how many

Lecture on Darwinism and Evolution, 


Prof. Jolin Moore gave the second lecture 
in his course inthe Baptist vestry Inet Mon. 
day evening, The subject was Darwinism 
and Evolution. He presented a train of 
thought which was evidently appreciated by 
the audience, 

According to the Darwinian theory all 
species of living things were wradually de- 
veloped, the original one having the prin 
ciple of life breathed into it by the Crestor, 
The Jaw of natural is insisted 
upon as an essential factor in the process 
Darwin never asserted that the theory was 
proved, but thought the facets pointed that 
way. ‘The question must be settled by the 
facts of science, and these are positively 
againstit. Not a single new species las 
originated since the creation of man. 
Darwin's numerous varieties of pigeons are 
all piweona, 

If this theory be correct we ought to find 
fossil remains showing such a process of 
development. But we find nothing of the 
kind, No transitional forms or connecting 
links have been found. Darwin confessed 
his failure to find such formes in geologic 
remains but thought some might hereafter 


selection 


be found ‘This doctrine fails when applied 
to the origin of man, which the lecturer 
proved by a number of facts. 

Darwinism is a form of evolution, but 
not that extreme form which is advanced by 
other prominent names, [tis important to 
attend to definitions and distinetions in’ the 
use of terms, ‘The word evolution means 
to draw out, to unfold and develop; it does 
not mean the production of anything new, 
but a change in the form of something 
which already existed. Every thoughtful 
man believes in the principle of develop- 
ment within certain limits. The oak is 
evolved from the agorn. ‘The characters of 
individuals and nations are to a great extent 
the result of the operation of the same 
principle. 

But that advocated by Huxley Spencer, 
IIneckel and others, is materialism and 
atheism, and the most despotic form of 
fatalism. Tlerbert Spencer is recognized as 
the great philosopher of evolution. He 
tells us that there are matter and force, but 
what the force is he says he is ignorant of, 
We cannot know the power which lies back 
of phenomend in the sense of comprehend- 
ing it, but it does not follow that we know 
nothing about it. Mr. Spencer is incon- 
sistent when he speaks of this power being 
manifested to us and we have no knowledge 
of it; for there cannot be a manifestation 
of reality without some knowledge of it 
being imparted. When he picks up an old 
arrow-head he concludes it was made by 
some mind, But when he looks on nature 
he says he knows nothing about it. Aga 
matter of fact we know more about God 
than) about all other beings. Spencer 
expects men to know something of him 
from his written works. Tis talk about 
reconciling science and religion on the basis 
he lays down is absurd. There can be no 
religion without worship, and there can be 
no worship without its object. Mr. Spencer 
belongs to that class of atheists called 
agnostics, or know-nothings. He is a 
naturalist. He makes mind the result of 
material organization and denies volitional 
freedom, 

The ablest advocate of atheistic 
tion in Germany is Prot. Hacekel. He nee 
serts that all life started by spontaneous 
generation, He says he must either be- 
lieve in spontaneous generation or creation 
by supernatural agency, and as the latter is 
outof the question he must believe the 
first. He admitthat he cannot prove his 
theory, and that it is only an hypothesis. 
Spontaneous generation has not a single fact 
to sustain it. Says ‘’yndall: ‘Without 
verification a theoretic conception is a mere 
figment of the intellect.” Haeckel lays 
great stresa on what he calls Bathybins, 
which means deep life. This name was 
originally applied by Huxley to a sort 
of sea jelly This he set down as proto- 
plism, thatis, a substance pervaded with 
life which gradually runs into organic forma. 
was looked upon as a triumphant 


evolu,

proved to amount to nothing. When ex- 
amined it was found to be nothing but the 
sulphate of lime.

When I was nine years old Ten 
gineered a pair of mules on the Erie 
eanal.

It 
was that he had got inside his violin 
a devil, and that the imprisoned fiend 
demon was now shrieking, now men 
acing, now supplicating and now 
seeking by caressing endearments to 
obtain his liberty from the magician 
with his fiddlestick, who was grasp 
ing his fiend talented fiddle so firmly 
by the throat. Paganini played a 
fantasia on the violin at a concert 
given by my mother at Brighton, at 
which the prima donna was the en 
chanting Marie Malibran, and the 
illustrious violinist gave me next day, 
small boy as I was, in a very large 
frill and a ‘skeleton’ suit, a bank note 
for fifty pounds.”

Swindled by a Bold Dodge. | 

Men who handle money in large | 
sums habitually are popularly sup- 
posed to be very careful, The con 
trary is frequently the case. The 
auditor of one of the great express 
companies recently told how the 
teller of one of the big New York | 
banks was swirdled out of fifty dol 
lars by a barefaced deception, The | 
express’ company had issued a large 
number of money orders for adver 
tising purposes. They were much 
reduced in size and had printed on 
their face in bold red letters the 
words; “Minature Facsimile. Not} 
Good.” They were all filled out, | 
having been lithographed, and the 
name of the fictitious ‘‘payee” was 
also indorsed on the back. 

A casual lance would tell an ordi- 
narily careful observer that they | 
were merely advertisements, intend- 
ed to show how money orders looked 
when ready for payment, even if the 
caution in red letters had not been 
there. Yet when a man boldly walk- | 
ed into the bank referred to, wrote 
his own name below the lithographed 
endorsement, and asked to have the 
“money order” cashed, the teller un- 
hesitatingly handed over the fifty 
dollars. Nor did he discover the mis: | 
take unaided, but sent the advertise: | 
ment to the express company for} 
collection.—New York Sun.

and that failing so to do, the assured 
shall be an insurer to the extent of 
such deficit, aud to that extent shall 


bear his, her, or their proportion of any 
loss that may happen to said property. 
Provided, however, that in the ncdjust- 
ment of any loss or damage by fire on 
stock or merchandise, no inventory. for 
the purpose of ascertaining the applica- 
tion of the foregoing clause shall be re- 
quired, unless the amount of damage ts 
tt least five (5) per cent of the amount 
of insurance on such stock er merechan 
dise.

The Parsee Home. 

Commenting on the changes 
wrought of late years in the Parsee 
community, Mr. Rajendralala Mitra, 
| LL. D., C. 1. 1, in a lecture given in 
Calcutta, says: ‘‘At the beginning of 
this century the Parsee at home dif- 
fered very little from his Hindoo fel- 
low subjects. The furniture of his 
house was the same, and he enjoyed 
life squatting on cushions and carpets 

like the Hindoos. His victuals con- 
sisted of rice, homemade unleavened 
bread, kid, mutton and vegetables, 
dressed exactly in the same way as 
Hindoo dishes are. Hie «ite from 
plates of silver, bronze or brass, ac- 
cording to circumstances, as did the 
Hindoos, and his lady sat apart and 
took her meals separately from the 
male members of the family. 
Among the higher and middle 
classes of Bombay these 

have been entirely given up. 

“In no respectable Parsee house 
are the old farsh or takia to be met 
with—chairs and couches have en- 
tirely set them aside. Metal plates 
have made room for glass and china, 
and the meal is now served on English 
tables, and tea, leavened bread and 
pastry figure thereon. At ordinary 
meals the rice and curry still hold 
their ground, and on ceremonial oc- 
casions English dishes are generally 
eschewed, ‘The restriction about the 
lady of a family dining with her male 
relations has also been toa great ex- 
tent set aside.” 

Two Nautical Expressions. 

These two expressions, ‘‘weighing 
anchor,” and “under way,” are quite 
distinct, but have been and still are 
sadly confused. The following is in 
Lathain’s edition of Johnson: 

* Weigh, s., in navigation, act of 
leaving the moorings (with under),

ship” is nonsensical. A substantive 
| weigh could only be applied to the 
anchor, as it is this that is weighed, 
not the ship, but the ‘‘weigh of an 
anchor” is not more familiar to me 
than the ‘weigh of a ship.”

Dr. Sargent estimates that the pur- 
suit of outdoor sports is limited to 
probably less than 1 per cent. of our 
vigorous young men, Even among 
the members of athletic organiza 
tions only 10 per cent. are really ac 
tive. Dr. Sargent attributes the in 
creasing lack of interest to the grow 
ing tendency among Americans, as i 
people, to pursue sport as an end in 
‘litself rather than asa means to an 
end. In making excellence in the 
achievement the primary object of 
athletic exercises they are robbed of 
half their value in various ways —foi 
instance, by increasing the expenses 
of training; by the devoting of too 
much time to practice; by reducing 
the number of active competitors; 
by relying upon natural 
rather than on cultivated material, 
by depriving the nonathletic indi 
vidual of incentive to physical exer 
tions; by depriving the exercises of 
their efficiency as a means of health. 
Dr. Sargent holds that the harmo 
nious development of the physique 
and the building up and broadening 
out of the highest types of manhood 
and womanhood ought to offer in 
ducement enough for each to work.
